St. James Lutheran Church in Marinette is typical 
of the Home Mission work of the Synod of the 
Northwest. It was begun in 1918 at the request of 
Lutherans who wanted ‘“‘the faith of the fathers in 
the language of the children.’’ It was organized with 
35 charter members by Synodical Missionary William 
C: Stump. Its first meeting place was a room on the 
second floor of the Arcade building, and a drygoods 
box covered with burlap served as the altar. 
oo It adopted the constitution recommended by the 
Garrett F. Genszler Synod of the Northwest, and it was accepted into 
Synod within a month after the first service was held. Its first per- 
manent chapel was made by combining the dining room, kitchen, pantry 
and woodshed of the house which later became the parsonage. It re- 
ceived salary aid and church extension funds from the Board of Amer- 
ican Missions of the United Lutheran Church. Exceptional was the 
fact that St. James became self-supporting within six years of its organi- 
zation. 
St. James has been served by three pastors. The Sesieeed William P. 


- Gerberding, 1919-26. The Reverend Milton A. Haker, 1927-36. The 


Reverend Garrett F. Genszler 1936—. In addition to developing into 
a large congregation of nearly 1,100 confirmed and nearly 900 com- 
muning members, St. James has shared the ministry of its pastors in 
fostering the revival of Emanuel Church, Menominee, Michigan. Both 
congregations furnished hospitality to the 62nd annual convention of 
the Synod of the Northwest. 
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SERMON 


delivered before the Synod of the Northwest on Ascension Day, May 22, 1952, by 
the Rev. Paul W. Roth, D.D. 


Text, Acts 1:9: And when he had spoken these things, while they beheld, he was 
taken up; and a cloud received him out of their sight. 


This is the day which the Lord hath made, Ascension Day. It should be a great 
day in all our churches, a day to re-examine the record and re-establish ourselves in 
the meaning and power of this sublime Fact. We must admit that we have been 


neglecting it and gradually relegating it to the realm of forgotten facts. Must we wait 
till the world commercializes the day, as it has done with Christmas and Easter, before ° 


we celebrate Ascension Day as we ought? 


The Ascension is here declared by St. Luke as a fact. It is foretold five times in | 


a single Gospel, recorded in two other Gospels, referred to in the Epistles. What do 
we make of these four simple words of our text? Our parishioners ask many ques- 
tions! ‘‘It occurred so many centuries ago, if it occurred. How may we be certain? 
And what do these words mean?’’ We must remind them that no lapse of time, no 
degree of neglect, no ‘‘acids of modernity’”’ or scornful denial of the existence of God 
can dis-establish a fact, once it has occurred. Not even “Big Brother’ can do that. 

If the Ascension is not a fact, if it is a delusion or a deception, a Brockengespenst 
or a pious fraud, or such a legendary ‘‘ascension’’ as that of Numa Pompilius who 
was torn to pieces in a cloudburst, then the sooner we abandon our Christianity 
and become atheists the better. 

That the Ascension is irrevocable fact is established forever by many infallible 
proofs. To guide us in our thinking we have the testimony of the eyewitnesses. This 
is a line of proof for the legal mind, expert in examining evidence. ‘‘That which we 
have seen with our eyes, which we have looked upon .. . declare we unto you,’’ 
they say, and seal their testimony with their blood. Then we have the witness of 
history. This is for every student of facts. He must account for the obvious fact 
that we here in convention assembled are members of the vast Christian Church which 
is spread throughout the world, and also exists ‘‘in the heavenly places."” How do 
you explain the Church except by recognizing it as the work of the ascended Christ, 
through His Holy Spirit, in fulfillment of His Ascension Day promise? 

Then again we have the evidence of Christian experience. This it is that creates 
the saints who in all ages have known their ascended Lord because He is with them 
and in them. Amid the encircling gloom of their daily lives they are in close com- 
munion with Him who said, ‘‘Lo, I am with you alway, even unto the end.’’ You 
may tear a saint’s body to shreds but you cannot tear Christ out of his heart. He knows 
Whom he has believed, and is persuaded. 

The line of proof that satisfies, but first terrifies, the common man, is the kind of 
life Jesus lived. When a man sees himself in contrast with Jesus and lays down his 
life beside the life of Jesus for comparison and judgment he is convinced that here is 
something both holy and inescapable. With Peter and the others who have had the 
heavenly vision we cry, ‘‘Depart from me, O Lord, for I am a sinful man.’’ But God 
1s inescapable! The common man never denies that Jesus’ fife is above his own kind 

of life, and it frightens him. 
But what do we make of the manner and mode of Christ's Acai ‘A cloud 
received Him out of their sight,’’ says Luke. Our Creed says, ‘‘He ascended into heaven 
and sitteth on the right hand of the Father.’’ How are we to understand such words, 
or how can we believe them? Where is heaven? Does God have a right hand? Does 
He sit down as we do? Such questions unbelief is always asking. In thinking and 
speaking of God we use the only language we have, human language. Artists and 
poets and preachers are always throwing out pictures and poems and words in the 
direction of inexpressible glories. So often our words picture God as an Absentee, 


remote in space, dwelling in the skies, sitting on a throne with Jesus seated at His right | 


hand, “with His loving i looking down from the sky and His holy arm spread 
o’er us.’’ Ascension Day challenges us to strive for nobler anthromorphisms, so that 


we come to think of God in terms of personality and spirit—those respects in which 


we are most akin to Him. God is the Creator of our bodies, but the Father of our — 


spirits, and they that worship Him must worship Him in spirit and in truth. 

When you ask the children in your confirmation classes ‘‘where is heaven?’’ they 
- point up; twelve hours later, as the earth revolves, they point in exactly the opposite 
direction. Many of their parents also need some instruction in elementary metaphysics. 
Must we grow old and near our end before we learn where heaven is and in what 


manner Jesus sitteth on the right hand of the Father? Do we not know that the 
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heaven into which Jesus ascended is high up above the earth, but not in any childish 
sense? Heaven is high up above the earth but in the sense that the genuine is high up 
above the counterfeit although both lie on the counter together; high up as truth 
is above lies; as goodness is above evil; as love is above hate; as God in His divine 
nature is high up above us in our human nature. Daily we see the splendor of the 
sun, but who can see the splendor of God? One is matter, the Other is spirit, yet both 
are here. The difference between things of time and space and material stuff and quan- 
tities of stuff, and the imponderable verities, moralities, spiritualities of the invisible 
universe abides forever. Up, high up above earthly things, Christ ascended and yet is 
‘‘closer than breathing, nearer than hands and feet.” 

Can you imagine a better way for Jesus to have taught us this truth? Any other 
way in which He might have withdrawn His limited local presence from our world > 


of sight and sense so as to enter the spiritual world to be everywhere and evermore 


present? Now we know that He is right here, at this very moment, in this place, 
even in Our innermost selves, because in Him we live and move and have our being, 
and apart from Him we cannot draw so much as another breath. For Christ to scale 
the astronomical spaces through the visible mechanism of the heavens ‘‘so as to be 
contained in the last heaven’’ is not the meaning of the Ascension. For Him it is to 
become higher than all the heavens, filling all things with the glory He had before 
the foundation of the world. 

When Thomas asked Jesus the very natural human question, ‘‘Lord, we know 
not whither Thou goest, and how can we know the way?’’ have you ever noticed how 
Jesus answers him? Not in terms of time and space and routes and mileages and 
means of transportation, but in terms of personality and spirit, “I AM the Way, 
I AM the Truth, I AM the Life. No man cometh to the Father but by ME.”’ Think 
about that. | | | 

Quaint Alexander Whyte has it on this wise: ‘‘Know you not where His seat really 


and truly is? What? Know you not that His seat is within you, even within your | 


heart?’’ “‘When I was a child I spake as a child, I understood as a child, I thought as 
a child.’’ It was when Israel was a child that God came down and sat upon a mercy- 
seat of pure gold; two cubits and a half was the length of it, and a cubit and a half 
was the breadth of it, with the cherubim stretching forth their wings on high. It was 


_when Israel was still a child that he went up, now to this mountain of Samaria and 


now to that mountain of Jerusalem, saying, as he went up, ‘‘Oh, that I knew where 
I might find Him! That I might come even to his seat!’’ But finding fault with 
those childish days God has now said, ‘‘Know ye not that ye are the temple of God, 
and that the spirit of God dwelleth in you? Know ye not that your body is the temple 
of the Holy Ghost which is in you, and which ye have of God?” | 

Long before Alexander Whyte and all the mystics St. Paul rebuked all childish 


- notions of spiritual things when he wrote, “‘Say not in thine heart, Who shall ascend 
Sato heaven? (that is, to bring Christ down from above) or, Who shall descend into 


the deep? (that is, to bring Christ again from the dead.) But what saith it? The Word 
is nigh thee, even in thy mouth, and in thy heart.” | 

But the beastly questions keep asking themselves, and leave us no peace. There is 
that. cloud, always that cloud! What do you make of that? No scientific, mathematical, 
astronomical or meterological reasonings can make anything but a ‘‘skandalon”’ of 
that cloud. We do not use a barometer or a telescope with which to plow; or a plow 
with which to look at the stars. Faith, not reason, is our instrument in these matters. 
Better and brainier men than we can ever hope to be have gladly died for their faith 
in the Ascension. We believe the disciples saw a cloud. It was there. What if God 
did give them a cloud! He has often condescended to human weakness. The whole 
Incarnation was God’s condescension. But when we in these our so late and so skeptical 
days begin to ask what kind of cloud it was—cumulus, cirrus, stratus, nimbus— _ 
and ‘‘was there any precipitation?’’ we sink to a new earthly low. ‘‘Scientific research”’ 
grubs up numberless little truths but never arrives at Him who is Truth. When a 


botanist goes after this little woodland violet in a scientific way he ends with a litter 


of sepals, petals, stamens and pistils on his.table. To be sure, he has identified the poor 
little thing, but he has defiled and destroyed it forever. When the chemist analyzes 
a picture—let us say the stained glass representation of the Ascension on that south 


- window—he comes up with a formula—such and such amounts and proportions of 


silica, sand, pigment—but he has lost the Lord of Glory. When we depend on un- 
regenerate reason in reading our Bibles we lose the vision of God. | 

Clouds? We ought not have too much difficulty here. We are answered on all our 
cloud-questions whenever we remember and are ashamed of how we allow so many 
earth-born clouds to receive Jesus out of our sight; clouds of incense, clouds of con- 
versational dust and acrimonious disputation, clouds of lies like black flies buzzing 
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about us, clouds of atomic dust from Yucca and Frenchman’s Flats poisoning our 
world with fear of man and doubt of God, all those self-made clouds, such as our 
neglect of secret prayer, our shabby self-indulgences, ‘‘the lust of the eyes, the pride 
of life’ . . . almost anything can do it, and does. How often we sing, “‘Oh, may no 
earth-born cloud arise, To hide Thee from Thy servant's eyes.’ 

What is the meaning and power of the Ascension for us? The Ascension is not to 
be identified with the Resurrection or confused with it, or with the post-resurrection 
appearances. Such distinctions are for the theologian who indeed finds such knowledge 
too wonderful for him. But for the simple ordinary Christian, as for the saints in all 
ages, the Fact of the Ascension is the wisdom and power of God brought home. Now 
we need never again to think of Jesus as dead, distant, different or indifferent, but as — 
our ever-present Lord. There is no closer, more intimate, or more immediate con- 
tact and commerce than that between spirit and spirit, between His Spirit and ours. 
His exaltation is the pledge and power of our own, for He declares that where He is 
we shall be also. For us it means that God has made Man for a spiritual ascension, 
and not for the corruption of the grave. His own ascension is our clearest look at the 
glory that shall be ours. 

When the terrible burden of the world’s sin, which man suffers but cannot bear 
or bear away, when ‘‘the anguish of existence’’ and the still closer ‘“‘plague of a man’s 
own heart’’ strike us down, we now know it is our risen, ascended, and ever-present 
Lord who is coming to us in judgment, and in mercy. When our sins have overwhelmed 
us, when we lie defenseless under the wrath of God, when our very life is in jeopardy 
and we are utterly undone, who is it but our ascended Lord coming close, searching 
the darkest corners of our hearts, telling us that we shall not be cast into the abyss 
but that we shall survive the worst that can befall, “‘yet only as sinners, redeemed 
and forgiven by the grace of God in Christ.’’ He is our Intercessor, our Advocate, our 
Righteousness and Justification and Sanctification, our nearest, our dearest Lord Jesus. 


‘‘Draw us to Thee, Lord Jesus, 
And we will hasten on, 
For strong desire doth seize us 
To go where Thou art gone.’’ Amen.

of the Sinty-second Annual Convention 


The sixty-second annual convention of The English Evangelical 


Lutheran Synod of the Northwest was held in St. James Church, 


Marinette, Wisconsin, the Rev. Garrett F. Genszler, pastor, beginning 
with the service of Holy Communion on Tuesday morning, May 20, 
1952, at 9:30 o'clock. 

The Rev. Paul E. Bishop, D.D., president of the Synod, preached 
the sermon, ‘“‘Abound more and more,” taking his text from I Thessa- 
lonians 4:1. 

The Rev. Harold W. Gruhn conducted the confessional service. The 
Rev. Amos G. Streich, the Rev. Theodore S. Rees and Rev. Ingolf B. 
Kindem conducted the service of Holy Communion. 

The president formally opened: the convention according to the pre- 
scribed order. 

Pastor Genszler greeted the convention and ‘eelcouied it to St. James 
Church. He also introduced Mr. Don Neverman, co-chairman of the 


- convention and president of the council of the City of Marinette. Mr.

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REPORT OF THE AUDITOR 


English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest 


Gentlemen: 


We have examined the accounting records of your Treasurer, Mr. Walter O. Helwig, 
for the year 1951 and submit herewith our report as listed in the table of contents. 
Included in this report are all the cash transactions of January 16, 1951, to January 
15, 1952. The Treasurer's books are held open to the middle of January, 1952, to 
ae contributions from synod congregations and all disbursements applicable 
to 

All cash coming into the hands of the Treasurer during the year was recorded — 
and accounted for and all disbursements were made by proper authorization for the 
purposes stated in this report. The total cash receipts and disbursements were recon- 
ciled with the monthly statements of the depository bank. Canadian checks received 
were not deposited in the bank but were sent to the United Lutheran Church in 
America to avoid the exchange charges. The bank balance at January 15, 1952, was 
verified to us by direct confirmation from the bank. 

The United States Savings bonds, Series ‘‘F,’’ as listed in Schedule 1 were examined 
by us and found in order. The redemption value increased by $398.11 resulting in a 
total redemption value of $14,340.91. 

All of the available documents representing loans from the General Fund and the 
Central Conference Lot Fund to synod congregations were presented for our inspec- 


tion. Documents which were not available for inspection are noted in Schedule 2. 


During the year the synod purchased $193.97 of equipment for the Stewardship 


Secretary's Office. All equipment which the synod owns is carried on the books at 


cost and no reserve for depreciation is recorded in the books. The Department of De- 
votional Booklets does, however, depreciate its equipment. 

We also inspected the available documents representing synod real estate. During the 
year the synod purchased Our Saviour’s Church at Appleton, Wisconsin at a total 
cost of $13,800.00 on a land contract from Edward R. Theby. Payments to date. 
totaled $1,880.00 leaving a balance of $11,920.00 due on the land contract at 4% 
interest. The title to the Lake of the Isles Church had not been transferred to the 
congregation at the time of our examination. A receipt from the synod’s attorney 


for the documents relating to the Lake of the Isles grasa was on file. All documents 


relating to other synod property were on hand and found in order. 

The Hugo O. P. Franke Student Aid Fund assets consisting of 1,466 shares of 
Froedtert Grain and Malting Company common stock was also inspected by us and — 
found in order. During the year the synod received $1,832.50 as dividends from the 
above stock which was credited to the ministerial education budget account and expendi- 
tures from that account were considered to be expended rom the income of the Student | 
Aid Fund so far as it reached, so that the overage in the account at the close of the 


year was closed out as a budget overage. 
We have included in Exhibit ‘“‘A’’ the net worth of the Stewardship Committee's 


“Devotional Booklet Department’’ at December 31, 1951, amounting to $13,488.52, 


as stated in the audit report of R. A. Strand, Minneapolis. All cash funds of this 
department are again controlled at Minneapolis. The General Fund surplus was in- 
creased by $1,054.43, resulting from transfers from the reserve for debt retirement 
amounting to $3,000.00 and by increase in the redemption value of the United States 
Savings Bonds of $398.11 and by the unexpended portion of delegates travel expenses 
to the synod convention, and decreased by $2,387.24 which was over-expended in 
the general budget fund. 

In accordance with a synod convention resolution the unexpended portion of the 
1950 general budget fund of $9,687.23 was removed from the reserve for debt retire- 
ment and transferred to the Christian Higher Education Year Appeal campaign. 

Also in accordance with a synod convention resolution, $1,000.00 was reserved out 
of current expense for delegates travel to the 1952 United Lutheran Church Conven- } 


tion at Seattle, Washington. 
An analysis of the changes of the various fund balances is presented in Exhibit ey

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF 
NORTHWESTERN LUTHERAN THEOLOGICAL 
SEMINARY 


Through the mercy and love of God another year of successful work has been 
accomplished by our Seminary. 

Since September, 1951, eighty-two students have enrolled—two have discontinued 

_ their study for the ministry, two were present for one term only. At present seventy- 
eight are enrolled as students in good standing. Forty-five of them are married. These 
students have come from twenty-six different colleges and universities. 

On May 8 twenty seniors will be graduated. Three have been accepted by the Board 

_ Of Foreign Missions for service abroad, eight have been called to the Home Mission 
field, the remaining to established congregations or to assistant pastorates. This is but 
another indication that we have not caught up with the demand for men for the 
ministry and that the labors and prayers of the whole Church should function for the 
decision of more men to prepare themselves for this service. The graduation of this 
class brings the total number of alumni to within 3 of 300. . 

The faculty approved and recommended to the Board that the following men be 

ranted the degree of Bachelor of Divinity: Robert Bartsch, Ralph L. Erickson, Lloyd 
Franke, Stefan Guttormsson, Warren J. Host, Walter R. Keim, Dennis Koch, 
Maynard Kragthorpe, Robert M. Law, Ralph G. Loges, Walter M. Mattson, Donovan 
Myers, Stanley E. Olson, John H. Schulz, Jerome J. Vavrin, William W. Williams, 
Frederick J: Wolff, Robert Wilch.

There was good attendance of students, faculty and 
visiting clergy who were benefited and inspired by the lectures of Dr. Joseph Harou- 
tunian of McCormick Seminary, Dr. Paul Empie, Executive Director National Lu- 
theran Council, Dr. Clifford A. Nelson, Pastor of Gloria Dei Lutheran Church of 
St. Paul, Minnesota, Sister Mildred Winter, Executive Secretary, Board of Deaconess 
Work, U.L.C.A., Dr. Frederic Norstad, Director of Chaplaincy Services, Lutheran Wel- 
fare, Minneapolis, Minnesota, and Pastor Trevor.Sandness of Lakeville, Minnesota. 

During the school year the Seminary has been honored by the presence of many 
distinguished guests who have addressed the students and faculty in Chapel, in classes 

and at special meetings. We have had Pastor Goucker of the United Lutheran Publish- 
ing House, Dr. Cline of the Board of Pensions, Dr. Bremer of the Board of Educa- 
tion, Pastor Conrad of the National Luther League, Dr. Kirsch of the Board of Amer- 
ican Missions. Dr. Letts of the Board of Social Missions, Pastor Kuder of the New 
Guinea Mission, Dr. von Thadden, the most influential layman of Germany, Pastor 

~  Romeis of the Synod of California and Dr. Steinhoff, President of the Pacific Synod. 

Dr. Muste of the National Peace Organization and Mr. Ness of the Lutheran Boy 
Scouts have addressed us also. 

Our Seminary choir has had another year of triumphal entry into churches and 
schools in Wisconsin, Minnesota, Illinois and Iowa. Their artistic and devotional song 
has done much to increase love and support for our school. Much credit is due Waldemar 
Nelson, the student director during the past year, for holding the interest of the men 
for daily practice and for bringing the choir to its present state of efficiency. Steward- 
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ship Secretary, George B. MeCiecécy. traveled with the choir, held daily devotions and 
presented the cause of the Seminary and the plea for men for the ministry at every 
appearance. | | 

During the year special lectures were given: Reformation Day by Dr. Theodore Bach- 
mann, on Church Polity by Dr. Paul E. Bishop, on Stewardship and Evangelism 
by Pastor George B. McCreary, Pastor Paul L. Graf, Dr. Paul L. Wetzler, on Social 
Missions by Pastor H. J. Whiting and on Pastoral Counseling by Pastor F. M. Nor- 
stad. The Practical Department has been strengthened by the addition of two courses. 
Dr. John W. Rilling has given a very helpful course in counseling the students on 
their critic sermons and in the presentation of a series of lectures on preaching during 
the third quarter. Mr. Rolf Hertsgaard, an announcer on WCCO and a member of 
08 John’s Church, has given a valuable course on speech and expression during 
the year. | 

The Conference on Evangelism was one of the high spots of the year. School was 
dismissed in order to give students and faculty the benefit and inspiration of the meet- 
ings. Our students under the direction of Pastor McCreary were busily engaged in 
ushering and caring for the great throngs of people who attended the Conference. 

The money for the purchase of books for our library allotted by the Board has been 
wisely spent. The largest and most important item was the acquisition of a set of the 
‘Weimar Edition of Luther's Works at a cost of about $1,400.00. 

The members of the faculty have been able to carry on their regular class work 
with little interruption. In addition to this, all of the members of the faculty have 
been busily engaged in the work of the Synod and the Church, preaching almost every 
Sunday, attending meetings of boards and committees. Space does not permit the listing 
of these activities but it should be noted that President Emeritus Roth delivered the 
mass meeting address at the dedication of Pacific Seminary in Berkeley, California. Dr. 
Roth delivered a series of addresses at Carthage College during their Religious Emphasis 
week, March 31 to April 14. President Jonas H. Dressler, D.D., represented the Semi- 
nary at the Board of Education Conference on Men for the Ministry in Chicago, 
November 12 and 13, 1951; at the annual meeting of the National Lutheran Educa- 
tion Conference, January 6 and 7 in Washington, D. C.; at the meeting of the ULCA 
Commission on the Doctrine of the Ministry, January 31 and February 1, held in 
Hamma Divinity School, Springfield, Ohio. . | 

Last October the Seminary Board purchased the apartment building, located at 
2701 Harriet, South, at a cost of $56,000.00. These apartments have been furnished 
with the $4,000.00 allowed by the Board. This was made possible by the cooperation 
of Mr. Henry Swanson of our St. Paul’s Church, Red Wing, who gave gener- | 
ously of his time and of his commission. The Seminary Women’s Auxiliary 
cooperated by furnishing additional items which add to the comfort of the students. 
This apartment building houses the families of nine students and the family of the 
caretaker. With the nine apartments in this building and the five in Reed Hall we now 
have accommodations for fourteen married students. We recommend that the Board 
consider the naming of the new building as well as naming of the Crosby house. | 

The check for $27,162.64 received from CHEYA February 19, 1952, brought the 
total of CHEYA receipts for our Seminary to $127,547.47. Because so many of the 
- people of our Synod have gone beyond the call of duty in their response to the 
CHEYA we have exceeded the goal which was set and we are assured that the total 
receipts for our Seminary will go beyond the $150,000 minimum. We are indeed 
grateful to God for His mercy and to the untiring and efficient efforts of our Steward- 
ship Secretary, the pastors of our congregations and to the laymen and women who 
have made this enterprise a success. ans | 

At present we have on file twenty-six accepted applications for entrance to the 
Junior class next fall. This means that likely, we shall have a Junior class of thirty 
or more by next September. | | 

- We are deeply grateful to the Lutheran Brotherhood for the $1,000.00 scholarship 
awarded to one student of each of our Lutheran Seminaries for graduate study. 

‘The scholarship was awarded to Harold Kruger of our Seminary who will begin 
his graduate study in the fall of 1953. | ages |

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 
OF CARTHAGE COLLEGE 


Colleges, like agricultural crops, do not do well under conditions of drought. 

Just now, all colleges face a recruiting drought due to fewer available people of 
college age, coupled with the Selective Service Act, which further reduces the supply 
of young men. 

Student enrollment at Carthage College decreased approximately 20 per cent this 
year, 1951-52, from the full enrollment of 1950-51. The enrollment for the first 
semester, 1950-51 in the regular session, was 549, while in the first semester of 
1951-52, it was 436. | | 

Available statistics show that the number of males reaching 18 years of age in - 
1952 was approximately one million. By 1958, the number of males reaching 18 
~ in that year will be 1.2 million. The statistics also show that in 1960 the number 
of 18-year-old males will total 1.45 million, and in 1965 it will be 1.8 million. 

These statistics provide the goal against which the trustees of Carthage College are 
‘setting objectives and making plans in order that this Christian college may be ready 
to serve its youth in these coming years. pa 

With this report there is submitted the financial statement for the year 1950-51 
fiscal year of the college, ending July 31, 1951. Included also is information about the 
current fiscal year which will close in mid-1952. ee | 

- Administratively the current school year has been fraught with many problems. 
From October 1, when Dr. Morris Wee (who had previously resigned on September 
24, to be effective February 1, 1952) left for a trip to Asia, until March 10, Dr 
Ruth Wick, vice president of the college, served as acting president. It was fortunate 
for Carthage College that so capable a leader and administrator was available to ac- 
cept the leadership of the interim period and could render such effective service. 

Challenge of Our Day—Restating the challenges of our day to Carthage College 
- Dr. Wick said at the recent meeting of the Board of Trustees, ‘‘It is generally recog- 
nized that colleges and universities in the modern world are areas in which the voice 
of the church is very faintly heard, and in which the gospel exercises very little influence

the mean for the country in the American Psychological Examinations administered 
to them at the opening of the term. | | | | 

4. Outstanding gains in student morale, attitudes, seriousness of purpose and con- 
viction, activated by a newly-reorganized student government and directed and encour- 
aged by an inspired faculty under the leadership of Retiring President Wee. 

5. Intensification of the religious life at Carthage College with generous acceptance ~ 
and desire for an expanded chapel program. 

Finance Report—At the end of the 1950-51 fiscal year, Carthage College had an 
accumulative indebtedness in the current operating fund of $114,088.81. Basically, 
this involved the last two years of operation. Approximately 90 per cent of this 
deficit is related to accumulated repairs and refurbishing and extra rehabilitation of 


the institution, which was desired by President Wee to improve its general appearance. 


A loan to fund the debt and to complete the Chapel-Music Hall project is being com- 
pleted early in the spring of 1952. | : 
Every effort is being made to balance the budget in the current fiscal year, which 
will end July 31, 1952. At this writing it seems highly probable that this will be 
It is imperative that all the constituent Synods act on the request of the Board of 
Trustees that there be included in the next available budget of the respective Synods 
the objective of $1.00 per communing member as a support fund for Carthage College. 


This request was approved by the executive committee of this board many months 


ago and the official communication was transmitted to the presidents of the constituent 


synods. 
Carthage College receives its majority direction from the trustees who are placed 


on its board by the Illinois, Iowa, Northwest and Wartburg Synods of the United 


Lutheran Church in America. In this way, Carthage College belongs to these Synods. 
I'm confident these Synods have done all they felt was possible to do in support of 
Carthage College. For all this assistance the college is grateful. But it is imperative that 
the synods step up appreciably their financial support and recruiting effort in behalf | 
of the college to maintain this institution of service. ° | ~ 

It is a known and widely-publicized fact that the small colleges across the land 
face difficult times, particularly during the next three or four years. Many of them 
have already mobilized their efforts to strengthen their financial resources. There must 
be an all-out effort along this line for Carthage College. All of us, I feel confident, 
sense the crisis in the situation. The land we love owes so much to the availability of 
higher education, which was provided first in this country by the church-related col- 
leges. Deep down in our hearts we know how vital the continuance of church col- 
leges is to the preservation and advancement of our form of Government and our way 
of life. Now, as never before, we must put our shoulders to the wheel. | 

Student Goal Set—For the school year, beginning in September, 1952, the Board 
of Trustees has charged Mr. Clayton B. Peterson, i of Public Services, who > 


directs the college’s recruiting program, with an objective of 490 students. Mr. Peterson 
has launched an extensive recruiting program under the captivating title, ‘‘Operation 
490.’’ The wholehearted support of every churchman and pastor is solicited for this 
program. Through a large student body the Christian service opportunities of the. 
college are expanded, and the financial needs are largely solved through tuition income 
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To the faculty of this college, to all men and women who have helped in 
any way in the advancement of the college, and particularly to Dr. Ruth Wick, who 
carried on in an able way during a portion of the school term the arduous duties of 
leadership as acting president, a special ‘thank you.’ 

In November, the trustees elected as 15th president of Carthage College Dr. Harold 
H. Lentz, Ph.D., who came to us from the pastorate of Trinity Lutheran Church, 
Ashland, Ohio. The trustees are confident that in him God has sent us a courageous 
leader. We will listen to his recommendations and heed his counsel. Together, under 
God, we will make great plane for the future of Carthage College.

A. Puls presented the 
REPORT OF THE FOREIGN MISSION COMMITTEE 


This Synod has developed two wholesome attitudes about missions. The first, that 
new missions must be planted at home; and second—our already-planted missions 
overseas must be supported by continuing prayers, additional workers and increasing 


gifts. There is evidence that the Cause of Foreign Missions is engraved deeply on the 


hearts of our congregations. 

- Roughly, one-sixth of our collected $425,788 benevolent gifts in 1951 went to 

Foreign Missions; and, one-sixth of the $32,150 given by the Sunday schools. As 
‘“‘specials’’ our schools gave~an additional $4,210, and our congregations, $11,533. 

To this must be added the large sums made available by the Missionary Societies. 
Included in “‘specials’’ are sustaining gifts known as the ‘‘Unit Plan’’ of missionary 

support, whereby congregations underwriting units of $600 each year, have assigned 

to them a missionary. In 1951, the following 14'4 units had been assured:

A recent ruling by the Board of Foreign Missions has approved ‘‘one-half shares’ 
of $300 annually. As of March 1, the following 4% units have been assured: Rich- 
field, Minneapolis; Grace, Kenosha; Trinity, Kenosha; St. James, Marinette: Holy 
Communion, Racine; Mount Carmel, Minneapolis; Wooddale, Minneapolis, and St. 


ie _ Mark's, Minneapolis. Correspondence indicates there will be more. 


This is encouraging. In our zeal for ‘“‘special’’ we must keep reminding ourselves 
that the main line of mission life and growth abroad and at home is our general 
benevolence-giving. The Unit Plan must not short-circuit the main current. Its merit 
lies in the fact that it forms a link of friendship between a particular parish and 
a specific missionary on a specific field 

Only 74 Sunday Schools ordered Epiphany Appeal literature in 1952, which is 16 
more than a year ago. To date, the Sunday Schools of our Synod have contributed 
$1,952.03, as compared with $1,688.00 a year ago. The total Argentina Appeal, as 


of May 18, rd $33,736.00 and Board officials believe the full $50,000 goal will be 
| raised. The 1953 project will be in British Guiana. 


The Lutheran recently featured three students and their wives who have been 
assigned to overseas service. They come from our magi They are: Student Dennis 
K. Koch, to Japan; Student Robert M. Law, to India; Student Walter W. Mattson,. 
to Japan. Our love and prayers will go with them. | 

Nor can we omit mention of our other Synod-rooted missionaries. The Wylock 
Scotts are knee-deep in their new work in British Guiana. Missionary Douglas Erick- 
son, now on leave from China, has received no definite assignment in the Orient from ~ 
the Board of Foreign Missions, and unless there is a definiteness in such appointment, 


he expects to accept a Call somewhere within the bounds of our Synod. The Wilbur 
Wicklunds are home on furlough. Missionary Wicklund is available for sddaiteada on 
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India. The Lindemann's have arrived also. The Board of Foreign Missions has sug- 
oe that we go slow in arranging any itinerary, that he may use his furlough time 

or recuperation. The Paul Lewises are in Liberia; Miss Myrtle Onsrud in India; Miss 
Hazel Biederbeck in Tanganyika; Dr. Edwin Moll in Jerusalem. These ambassadors of 
Christ should be included in our altar and private prayers. 

The work in Argentina (17 congregations, 2,291 baptized members) remains dif- 
ficult. Nominal Catholicism, Communism and indifferentism constitute the problem 
and the challenge. The river net-work of 35 stations in British Guiana (4,528 bap- 
tized members) is concerned with people submerged by poverty and hopelessness. 
Writes a missionary: ‘‘I wonder if the older people ever ask themselves in despair, 
“Why was I born?’ ”’ India, with our 2,031 congregations (240,000 baptized mem- 
bers) is divided politically, socially, economically and religiously, yet our total min- 
istry here since 184.2, has resulted in our most fruitful field. Visualize the evangelistic 
possibilities of the 70, 000 pupils in our schools here! 

Reorganized Japan (37 congregations with 4,441 baptized members) has taken 
on renewed interest. New missionaries are being appointed, new preaching points 
have been opened, and a new emphasis has been given to work in rural Japan. Added 
to the church by baptism last year were 774. 

Liberia (25 congregations with 2,376 baptized members) has taken on new life. 
Our missionary program seems to be more fully geared to the needs than in previous 
years. New roads, improved communication and additional equipment have contributed 
greatly toward more progressive work in this 90 year old field. 

‘Christian missionary work in China. . . is ended.’’ Missionaries have been with- 
drawn. Communistic indoctrination has sown tares among the wheat. But the Church 
is there! Had we planted and watered more generously when China was receptive, 
there might have been a self-governing church there. Today, a premature Church has 
been left parentless. The mission has ended, but not the Church! Again God will 
open the door in China, and we must be ready at the threshold. 

Argentina needs four ordained men; British Guiana, three; Liberia, three; etc. 
Qualified ordained men are needed in every field. So are consecrated doctors, nurses, 
social service workers and teachers. The list of “Help Wanted—Now”’ is long. The 
fields continue white. Who will go? Whom shall we send? Who will take the 
places of those who have returned before their work was done? Who will replace 
those who have spent their lives in service? 

Our world requires the preaching of the Gospel in both hemispheres. Foreign Mis- 
sions is Church’s arm to reach those remote from our shores. ‘‘How can they believe 
on Him about whom they have not heard? How can they hear without a preacher? 
How can hey preach unless they be sent?”

NATIONAL LUTHERAN EVANGELISM CONFERENCE 


From the 23th to the 27th of January, 1951, the great Evangelism Conference of 
the National Lutheran Council Churches of the United States and Canada was held 
in the Minneapolis Armory with a total attendance of about 45,000, or about 20,000 
different people. - 

2,496 ministers and laymen registered at the conference, of which 305 were United 
Lutherans. 

The Synod of the Northwest offered to pay the traveling expenses at clergy rates 
for its pastors. More than half of them were present. 

In spite of temperatures that dropped to 21 degrees below zero, the armory was 
well filled with people, and at the final evening services it was filled when the attend- 
ance passed the 10,000 mark. 

All the leaders in Evangelism of the National Lutheran Cobiacil Churches were 
present and made their contributions. : 
“Share Christ Today,’’ based on Philemon 6, was the theme of the conference. 

The opening sermon at the conference was preached by the Rev. F. Eppling 
Reinartz, D.D., Secretary of the United Lutheran Church in America. The Rev. 
Franklin Clark Fry, D.D., President of the United Lutheran Church in America, 
preached the closing sermon. The following Northwest Synod pastors were on the 
conference program: The Rev. Paul L. Wetzler, D.D., and the Reverends Paul L. 
Graf, Harold T. Rasmussen, Victor K. Wrigley, G. Ww. Genszler and George B. 
McCreary. 

Stewardship Secretary McCreary served as chairman of the conference, as chairman 
of the steering and armory committees, and as a member of the pre-conference rally 


committee. 


During the fall of 1951, Dr. Paul L. Wetzler and Dr. Paul H. Roth prepared 
a Luther triptych that was furnished free to our congregations. Dr. Wetzler prepared 
tracts entitled, “‘Mr. Stickman Talks in Church,” and “A Dad’ s Letter to His Son,” 
for distribution to our Sunday schools to inspire the children in the practice of Chris- 
tian stewardship and tithing. Dr. Wetzler also composed charts which were photo- 
graphed in Kodachrome by the stewardship secretary and then duplicated. A set of 
these slides was sent to every congregation. 


EVERY MEMBER VISITATIONS 


The stewardship secretary's office gave its full cooperation in the fall every member 
visitations. Pastor McCreary spent much of the fall season attending such congrega- 
tional meetings and helping to carry them on. 
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AUDIO-VISUAL AIDS 


This branch of the stewardship secretary's work has trebled during the past year. 
One student is employed to inspect and repair all films before sending them out. 
Another student is employed to assist with filling and mailing the orders. 

A complete catalogue listing all motion pictures, sound and silent, and all slides 
and film strips, was issued in June, 1951, and mailed free to every pastor and to 
every Church secretary. 

A constant effort is made to secure every good motion picture and still picture pro- 
duction that promotes the work of the Lord Jesus Christ, and whenever possible, these 
pictures are supplied free to our pastors and congregations. 

During the past year, Pastor McCreary prepared three sets of slides depicting life 
at the Pine Lake Bible Camp in Wisconsin, two sets on the Green Lake Bible Camp 
in Minnesota, and one set on the Montana Bible Camp. Pastor Marlin G. Evenson 
prepared a set on the North Dakota Bible Camp 

The Rev. Douglas E. Erickson, Missionary to China, loaned us slides taken by him 
in China.

The Synodical Bulletin had its beginning in 1921. | 
“This Bulletin,’ quoting from the masthead, “‘is devoted to the Missionary, Finan- 
cial and other Stewardship interests of the English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the 


Northwest of the United Lutheran Church in America.”’ 
- The Rev. G. K. Rubrecht, D.D., then president of the Synod of the Northwest, 
was editor of the bulletin when it was started in 1921. 
Dr. Rubrecht was followed in his editorship by the Rev. Richard H. Gerberding, 
D.D., Dr. Bubrecht’s successor as president of Synod. 
The Rev. Paul L. Graf edited the bulletin while he was stewardship secretary. | 

The Rev. Paul E. Bishop, D.D., served as editor from January, 1950, until the 
editorship was turned over to Pastor McCreary. 

The bulletin is issued as a monthly magazine, as an 814 by 11 inch sheet with 
one side blank for congregations to use in printing or mimeographing their weekly 
bulletin, and as an 84 by 5'% inch insert for those who prefer to use it in this 
manner. 

The Synodical Bulletin now has a circulation of 46,000. It is provided here free 
to all congregations wishing to use it.

LAY EVANGELISM 


A vigorous Lay Evangelism program is continually carried on. About half of the 


congregations of Synod have thus far participated in the program. 
In every congregation where the program has been used, success has followed. New 
members have been won at the average rate of 25 for every 100 calls made by lay 


'members. 
Since January, 1951, more than three thousand new members have been won by 


our congregations through Lay Evangelism.

A SUPPLEMENTARY REPORT OF THE 
STEWARDSHIP COMMITTEE 


The Faith sid Life Committee of the United Lutheran Church in reporting to the 
1950 Convention at Des Moines stated (Page 530, Minutes of the 17th Biennial 
Convention) : 

‘As we probe into the faith and life of the Church, we become aware of a spiritual 


complacency which holds many of our members in its paralyzing grip. This com- 


placency reveals itself in greater or lesser degree in almost every congregation. The 


; Commitete noted five common symptoms: 


(1) Widespread neglect of the Means of Grace on the part of individual Christians. 
So accustomed have we become to the differentials between confirmed and communing 
membership, and between communing membership and average attendance that we 
have gradually modified our expectations to fit the lethargic tempo of the spiritual life of 
the ‘average member.’ In many congregations a Sunday attendance of 50 per cent of the 
membership is considered ‘excellent,’ and extreme downward variations from this modest 
norm are constantly excused as ‘attributable to the weather’ or ‘in line with the seasonal 
fluctuation.’ 

(2) General lack of appreciation of the liturgy. Sometimes we are tempted to 
assume that the acceptance of our liturgical worship by our members is tantamount to 
an understanding of The Service. Your Committee is of the opinion that many of our 
members, lacking sufficient understanding of the liturgy, are content to be spectators 
rather than participate in the worship of the congregation. Thus, what was intended 
to be the channel for the expression of the total life of the congregation becomes an 
obstacle which blocks the pathway of Grace 

‘*(3) Limited interest in the educational program of the congregation. As religious 
education has become a ‘department’ of the congregation's life, members have lost their 
sense of personal responsibility for this phase of the Church's mission. Parents and 
baptismal sponsors generally delegate their vowed obligations to the Church—tthen are 
reluctant even to co-operate with the Church in its educational program. Those mem- 
bers best qualified to serve as educational leaders are often unwilling to devote their 
talents to this type of service. Despite the excellent leadership-training materials 
provided by the U.L.C.A. most of our teachers and workers have been loath to avail 


; themselves of proffered opportunities for study and self-improvement. 


(4) General indifference of the individual Christian to his opportunities as a wits 
nes§ for Jesus Christ. The spontaneous evangelistic spirit of the Early Church is lack- 
ing today. Christians are reticent about their faith. We live side by side, we walk arm 
in arm, with millions to whom our Lord is but an historic figure or an ancient myth. 
Yet, unashamed, many view evangelism as a function of the pastor, or of a special 
committee. 

‘*(5) The feeble influence of the Church on the moral and spiritual welfare of the. 
community. We have long believed that the Church should be a leavening influence 
in the life of the community, fostering the moral and spiritual growth of our society. 
More often today, it is found to be struggling none too successfully with the influence 


of secularism within its own walls. And, though our members are disturbed by the 


social problems of the community, the great majofity look upon these as legislative 
and sociological problems beyond the scope of Christian initiative. 

“These five symptoms of complacency, together with the countless others less 
common, yet none the less convicting, have been apparent for years. But, probably | 
because they suggest a disease more chronic than acute, they have not frightened us. 
The Church, like the individual, can become so accustomed to its infirmities that it 
will, at length, forget that they are infirmities. When mediocrity becomes the norm, 


men cease to deplore mediocrity ! 


‘Surely, as we seek a fuller understanding ad expression of our common Christian 


faith and life, these evidences of spiritual complacency must strike our conscience as 


a Church, and bring us to humble repentance. Our sin has been the sin of resignation 
to the mediocrity of our witness.’ 

Recognizing this statement as an accurate analysis of the prevailing condition of 
our church and of us as Christians, the Stewardship Committee of the Synod of the 
Northwest would make the following suggestions to help correct this situation in our 
| 
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|. THE PASTOR 


A. We pastors are disturbed about the continuing spiritual complacency Of the 
visible church. We desire to serve Christ and His people. We desire to be faithful 
pastors. We realize that we are the key people to the spiritual life of our people. It 
would seem, therefore, essential that any program designed to deepen the spiritual lives 
of our people should begin with ourselves. We must be filled to overflowing. We 
would try to do this in the following way: 

1. We draw our strength from the Means of Grace and prayer. We would make 
‘more use of the Word, the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper and prayer. 

2. After Pentecost, conduct down. to earth regional workshops to share plans to 
deepen the faith and life of ourselves and our people.

‘‘Plan the Work—Work the Plan.’”’ 

A. Increase Church and Communion Attendance | 
Realizing that the workshop of the Holy Spirit is the Church and His tools are 

the Word and the Sacraments, it would seem essential that our first step in deepening 

the spiritual life of our people would be to increase attendance at church and at the 

Lord’s Table. We, therefore, would make the following suggestions: | 

1. That we adopt the slogan ‘“The Church Points the Way’’ and use it with the 

symbol of the church spire pointing heavenward on every piece of material that 
we prepare. 

2. That we prepare six oversize postcards for mailing to our people, the address side 
to carry the symbol and slogan and the message side to point up the need for church 
attendance. 

3. That each week beginning with August 25, 1952, we mail a card to our people, 

the sixth card arriving in time to climax this phase of the program with World- 

wide Communion Sunday on October 5, 1952. | 

4. That. previous to world- wide Communion Sunday, we organize a telephone cam- 

paign in each congregation so that every member is urged to be present and to 

realize the importance of the Sacrament. 

5. That we continue to follow up throughout the year. | 

a. By urging the use of the symbol and slogan on all local and synodical publica- 

tions. 

b. By furnishing to our Pastors a monthly clip sheet for their bulletins. 

c. By repeated mailings. 

| d. By visitations and telephone calls. 

6. That we can further increase church attendance by the use of the following means: 
a. Register those in attendance. 

_ b. Keep an accurate count of those in attendance. 

c. Make it possible for people to attend by oon more services on Sundays and 
throughout the week. 

Stress the duty and privilege of worship: 

Include in public and family prayers petitions in behalf of the indifferent and 

unchurched. 

Strive for better and more helpful sermons. Urge the congregation to eT 

by requesting subjects. | 

Make sure the church has a devotional atmosphere. | 

Increase the quality and use of congregational and choir music 

Have orderliness in the service—officiant, ushers, council, people, and children. 

Show a spirit of friendliness and make use of a glad hand committee. 

Visit delinquents and prospects. 

. Strive for larger youth choirs. 

Revive the family pew. 

. Place importance on physical comfort — the service such as proper heat, light, 

and ventilation. 

Do more effective publicity.

During the year 1951 your Stewardship Secretary traveled 28, 000 miles by car 


and 44,000 miles by train, a total of 72,000 flee the year. 
Between May 1, 1951, and May 1, 1952, he has carried on his ministry in the 


following manner: by visiting 65 congregations, preaching 61 sermons, delivering 
34 addresses to Sunday schools, making 49 other addresses and attending 20 com- 


mittee meetings. 
Seventeen individual and group meetings were held with prospective seminary stu- 


dents, courses were conducted in summer Bible camps in Montana, Minnesota and Wis- 


consin, and aid was given in promoting two youth rallies in Wisconsin and Minnesota.

The Central Conference on September 25, 1951, at its meeting in Faith Church, 


Walters, Minnesota, resolved that the Central Conference memorialize the Synod of 


the Northwest to establish the office of Youth and Parish Education Secretary. 


The Western Conference met on May 16, 1951, in Holy Communion Church, 
Racine, Wisconsin, and on September 26 and 27, 1951, in First Church, Winnipeg, 
Manitoba, Canada. There were no matters acted upon which are of particular concern 
to the Synod as a whole. There is in this Conference a continued and marked growth 
of enthusiasm for their Bible Camps.

Conference recommend to the Synod of the Northwest at its 1952 convention that 
the Synod establish a Lutheran four year liberal arts college in Wisconsin, said college 
to be owned and operated by the Synod of the Northwest. Forty-two members of this 
Conference have become members of the group plan of Blue Cross Hospitalization In- 
surance. The Conference plans to hold its Fall meeting this year at the Pine Lake 
Bible Camp on the two days prior to the annual Laymen’s Retreat.

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


“I thought it good to show the signs and wonders that the high God hath wrought. 
How great are his signs! and how mighty are his wonders! his kingdom is an ever- 


lasting kingdom, and his dominion is from generation to generation!" 


St. James’, Marinette. This congregation is a model of the home mission work 
in the Synod. of the Northwest. Synodical Field Missionary, the Rev. W. C. Stump, 
was the organizer. The date was June 2, 1918. That was long before the present 
regulation requiring 50 charter members was in force; yet there were thirty- -five such 
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members. The first meeting place was a chapel reconstructed out of the dining room, 


kitchen, pantry and woodshed of the parsonage. The first pastor, the Reverend W. P. — 


Gerberding, took over early in 1919, within six months of organization and remained 
until 1926. Work on the church that still serves so adequately was begun in 1921 
and completed in 1922. The Board of American Missions provided salary aid over 
a period of six years. The department of church extension helped in the financing. 
The pastorates have been of reasonable length. The Rev. W. P. Gerberding seven years, 


the Rev. Milton A. Haker nine years, the Rev. G. F. Genszler since 1936. In 1952 


a splendid new parsonage was built at a cost of $24,000. Finally, the field responded 
to the faithful ministry of God’s servants. | 


SIGNS AND WONDERS 


CHEYA-LWA. 1951 saw the completion of this combined effort that continued | 


Over two years. Synod set out to raise $500,000 in two years. More than $495,000 
was given. Most of it came in gifts of average amounts. No really large subscriptions 
were included. Commitments are still being met. It is reasonable to expect that the 
full amount will eventually be paid. It means that the Synod was able to exceed 
LWA expectancies in 1950 and 1951; and that CHEYA produced nearly $340,000 
as against the $328,000 originally requested. This is one of the signs and wonders 
that the high God hath wrought among us! Blessed be His Name! 


GENERAL BENEVOLENCE 


On an expectancy of $445,000 our good people came through with a total of 
$457,000 in general benevolence. This enabled Synod to pay 105% on ULCA 
apportionment, and to meet all of its own current expenses. 
benevolence was reached beacause while there were 42 congregations that gave less in 
1951 than the previous year, there were 92 congregations that gave more. Some of 
them doubled the amount. Others gave substantial increases. This is another of the 
signs and wonders that the high God hath wrought! All praise to Him! 


PASTORS' SALARIES 


Of the 107 parishes reporting 66 have increased their pastor's salaries. The average 
now stands at $3,680 per year, with parsonage and $240 car allowance in addition. 
There remain too many pastors with inadequate salaries. Congregations are urged to 


continued thoughtfulness in this matter. 


CHURCH PRACTICES 


_ There are few occasions calling for the ministry of the church for which the church 
has not provided suitable and dignified orders or offices. Pastors and congregations will 
do well to take thought before departing from such official orders and offices. Spe- 
cifically, in the reception of members and in the nomenclature of the various parts of 
the service a tendency to changes is noted. The Lutheran church cherishes its rich 
liturgical heritage and history. Shall the nomenclature and practises of those ahurches 
now striving so hard for a respectable liturgy supplant what has proved useful and 
edifying in the Lutheran liturgy? | | 


PASTORS NEEDED 


Where would we be without Northwestern Seminary? Where are we even though 
‘the Seminary is right in our bosom? When all of the men of the 1952 class that are 


available to Synod have been placed, we will have at least three vacances. Men from 


Northwestern Seminary and the Synod of the Northwest are in demand. Early in 


1952 a sister synod invaded us with calls to five men simultaneously. This is a com- 


pliment, of course, but it makes a complication. We need more candidates from our 
own congregations! God has the answer if we do the work! 


CHAPLAINS 


Four clerical members of Synod are now active with the armed forces. The Rev. 
Carl Almer, with the 47th Division at Camp Rucker, Alabama. The Rev. John Roth, 


in Korea, on Heartbreak Ridge. The Rev. Frank Vavrin, with an Airborne Division

EVANGELISM 


More and more this is the word on the lips of Lutherans. Early in 1951 a Synod- 
wide effort was made under the cooperative direction of the Stewardship Committee 
and the Evangelism department of the Board of Social Missions, ULCA. The results 
will be tabulated in the Stewardship Secretary’s report. Pertinent here is the observa- 
tion that such channeling of our individual and corporate witness for Christ produces 
good results for church membership. No one is deceived into thinking that church 
membership is the goal. But church membership does multiply the occasions for the 
hearing of God’s Word, and through it God works His will in the hearts of men. 
‘The last word in the Evangelism procedure has not yet been spoken. So far lay- 
levangelism has proved effective for the visitor as well as for the visited. The Synod 
will continue to encourage and assist in this effort.

REPORT OF THE STATISTICIAN 


What is happening in your parish? What do your statistics tell you? de your 
church records like some sermons, rather imaginary? Or are they down to earth, 


practical and workable? 


The reports which yot submit annually tell an interesting story of the progress 


of your own parish. Generally, you will find that there will be great variation in the 


progress of individual parishes from year to year. 

It may be worthwhile to record statistics for the purpose of showing local changes, 
although there is considerable doubt and disagreement on this point. If this were the 
only purpose of statistics, your statistician would seriously question the advisability 


_ Of asking pastors to submit a report annually. 


But the United Lutheran Church, which vrequires that every pastor submit an 
annual report, has only limited interest in the variation of the individual parish. The 
fundamental interest or objective is to obtain accurate information on the trend of the 
whole church. The officials of the church need this information when they are called 
upon to make decisions involving the commitment of millions of dollars of benev- 
olence funds. 

You have worked hard to provide the motivation which prompts your parishioners 
to give liberally to benevolence. It is therefore in your interest to see to it that it is 
expended wisely and in such a way as to Glorify our Lord. 

This is where statistics enter the picture. The Executive Board of the U.L.C. work- 
ing without the information provided by statistics would in all probability be wrong 
about 42 per cent of the time. That would ‘Mean great waste of funds committed to 
the extension of the Kingdom. 

On the other hand, with the aid of the information derived from statistical analysis 
of your reports the probability of error in the great commitments of the church is 
measurably reduced. 

No doubt you are aware of the fact that the significance of the data derived from 


the analysis of the reports is pretty closely related to the accuracy with which the 


reports are prepared. The care and patience which you exercise in this regard is not 
wasted as some are prone to believe. 

It is a pleasure to report that all but a very few of our pastors have conscientiously 
prepared their reports this year. Several have cooperated magnanimously in preparing 


reports for two or more churches when changing fields. Many of the reports arrived 


in January right after the annual meetings were held. The following is a brief sum- 
mary of current trends in Synod. The detailed tables of statistics will be on display at 
the meeting of Synod, or available for your inspection at the Secretary's desk.

What seems to your statistician to be worthy of consideration is the relative posi- 
tion of gain in congregational expenditures as Over against benevolence when compared 
to the trend set last year. 

Can it be that during the past year we have shown such interest in building pro- 
grams, that we have at times neglected to integrate our newer members in the overall 
program of the church? Let us hope that this would not be the implication of a detailed 
study of our reports. 

Including the membership brought into Synod by the reception of two mission con- | 
regations the increase in baptized membership per congregation would average about 
8 new members. |

_ Your chairman, together with President Bishop, attended the regional meeting of | 
thc Pension Board in Chicago, Ill., February 18. Dr. Cline of the Pension Board 


gave the members of the Synodical ‘Committee present, much information concerning 
plans and hopes of the Pension Board in preparation for the action of the Church 
in conventicn at Seattle. While the Board has raised the pension sum for this year, 
continuation of this will depend upon action of the convention. 

At present the Northwest Synod has 94 of the pastors in the contributory pension 
plan, and 37 of these are also in the family protection plan. This would indicate a con- 
siderable number of our pastors who are now not in the plan. Church councils are 


urged to enter the plan with the pastors. Those now in the plan might consider 
increasing the congregation’s contribution to 5-8 per cent in order to provide larger 


pensions. 
Information at the Chicago meeting indicated that it would require an eleven 


million capital fund or $526,000 a year for 30 years from increased benevolence to 


provide a pension cf $1, 200.

Also received is an invitation to the Synod of the Northwest to become a member 
of the Minnesota Council of Churches of the NCCCUSA. | 
The Executive Committee recommends that it be given authority to appoint a Com 
mission on Inter-denominationat Relationships to study this matter and to prepare 
a statement interpreting and ~applying the Washington Declaration, in view of the 
U.L.C.A.’s affiliation with NCCCUSA, in terms of our own Synod and its auxil- 
laries. 
- 4. The Synod of the Northwest has undertaken to organize a mission in Minot, 
N. D. A house located at 832 Fifth Street, S.W., is available to the Synod for pur- 
chase for use as a parsonage and possibly also for the holding of church services.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON YOUTH | 
AND CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


The Committee on Youth and Christian Education met three times during the past 
year; May 16 at the meeting of Synod, November 29, 1951, and January 22, 1952, 
at the Seminary. — 

Dr. Erwin S. Spees of the Parish and Church School Board met with us at the 
November meeting. Our aim during this past year was to coordinate the Educational 
Agencies of Synod. In doing this we have met with the representatives of the Con- 


_ ference Camp Boards, officers of the Sunday School Associations, and officers of the 
Luther Leagues. We acted in a purely advisory capacity. We discussed and analyzed the 


problems of each agency, made a few recommendations and interceded on their behalf 
at conferences of the y more Executive Committee. It is believed that both the agencies 
and Parish Education Committee profited by these exchanges of ideas, The Parish Edu- 


cation Committee would like to act as a clearing house for these agencies of Christian 


education within the Synod. 

| Summer Camps | 

From these meetings, with their representatives of the auxiliaries, the Committee 
would like to make the following recommendations: 


The Parish Education Committee recommends to each person in our Northwest 


Synod congregations the continued support of the summer camps operating in the West- _ 


ern, Central and Wisconsin conferences. First, through prayer; second, through the fruits 


of sacred, ear giving, and third, through active participation in — campers 


young and old to attend the summer camps. 


Luther Leagues | 
In relation to the Luther League, the Parish Education Committee makes the fol- | 
lowing recommendations: 


1. It recommends that during the conferences of the Synod of the Northwest, per- 
sonal representatives not only from the Luther League but the Sunday School Asso- 
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ciations, dale s Missionary and Men’s Riittiechood be invited to the fall meeting 
of the conference to present their reports and any significant future plans. 

2. In addition to being granted the privilege of reporting the Luther League work 
at the Convention of Synod, the Parish Education Committee recommends that the 
reports by the Luther Leagues, in their respective conferences, be included as part of 
the agenda and in the minutes of Synod. The Parish Education Committee would 
be willing to act as a channel for accepting and organizing the reports for printing. 

3. The Parish Education Committee recommends to the conferences of the Synod 
that the State Luther League seek the advice of the Conference President when nomi- 
nating its Luther League Advisors. 

4. The Parish Education Committee recommends to each conference of the Synod 
that. the Luther League Pastoral Advisor introduce at the fall meeting of the con- 
ference the Luther League President or representative who will report on the Luther 
League program. If necessary the Pastoral Advisor can make a supplementary report. 

In addition to its meetings the Parish Education Committee arranged the itineraries 
of the two Parish and Church School Field Secretaries; the Rev. George B. Ammon, 
on the field from September 9 to October 1, 1951, and the Rev. Larry Reese—from 
May 1 to May 20, 1952. A report was made by the Rev. George B. Ammon of the 
Parish Education’ Committee summarizing his trip. According to his records there 
were 82 congregations represented, 48 pastors attending and 783 lay persons attending. 
As Pastor Reese’s itinerary is to be completed with the meeting of Synod, we cannot 
include a report of his trip. 

In keeping with the theme of all the Boards of the United Lutheran Chasch. we 
recommend that this theme, “The Bible in Daily Living,’’ be given the closest con- 
sideration and attention. Many fine materials have been provided by the Parish and 
Church School Board for this emphasis; especially, we note the four film strips with 
records for teaching the Bible in four different age levels, the exceptionally fine movie 
“45 Tioga Street.’’ The itinerary of Pastor Reese will continue to bear out this 
emphasis. 

There is a strong feeling throughout the Synod that the church is in danger of 
losing its young people. From many sections we hear that organization work among 
young people is at a low ebb. The Parish Education Committee realizes that it has 
responsibility in this matter and it welcomes the opportunity to serve the Synod in 
any capacity that is suggested in this regard, but our Committee is limited in what it 


can do without a fulltime secretary.

THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON STUDENTS. 
FOR THE MINISTRY 


_ Time magazine (November 5, 1951) said, ‘‘Today’s generation is turning more 
to God."’ Secular observers have awakened to the fact that young people in America 
today in increasing numbers are spurning the pragmatic outlook and materialistic 
philosophy of the preceding generation and are looking for a Rock to build on. Indeed, 
not only our youth but also many thinking men and women are realizing the empti- 


ness of a world without God. 
The Church everywhere, where it is alert to its opportunities and the need, is 


_aware of the cry for Food, the Food that satisfies. The demand is for churches and 
- for men to serve these churches. Despite the fact that practically every seminary in the 


country has experienced growth this year, there is no surplus of men. In a great many 
instances, graduates from our ULCA seminaries are approached or called by parishes 
seeking a pastor long before graduation time. Fields are waiting for ULCA men and 
we have no men to send. | 

To whom shall we look for the continuing supply of men into our Seminary to 
meet this need? The pastor. Every survey ever made of men in seminaries indicates 
that in over a majority of the cases, these men were led by the pastor, under God, to 
the full-time work of the Gospel ministry. The latest survey made by the American 
Lutheran Church points up this fact again. Sister Mildred Winter emphasized that 
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| ; this was true also of young women entering the diaconate: The pastor was the chief 
| source of inspiration. | 
| We urge our pastors to keep before our young men and women the calling of God 
to serve in the church the multitudes who are waiting to hear the joyful sound of 
the Gospel. In catechism clases, in Sunday School, in the Luther League, in. Children 
of the Church, this call should be heard in every congregation. : 

Our synodical Stewardship Secretary is doing splendid work in keeping before 
some of our youth who have indicated a desire to go into the ministry or the 
diaconate the continuing need of the Church for workers and the: readiness of our : 
seminary to serve them. But he can’t do the work that must be done by the pastor 
in the parish, to prepare the heart for the reception of God’s gracious call. This respon- 
sibility the pastor is charged with, and must do as the under-shepherd of the flock God’ 
has placed in his care. |

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
SOCIAL MISSIONS 


In response to our Lord’s command in Paul, “Bear ye one another’s burdens, and 
so fulfill the law of Christ,’’ the Church is slowly but surely awakening to the tre- 
mendous social obligations which rest upon the children of God. Boards and agencies 
which once were regarded by many as mere adjuncts of the Church are gradually 
attaining to their true position as the arm of the Church in its thrusts into the sphere 
of social action. The leader in the Church’s thought and life increasingly must em- 
phasize the intensely personal values involved in this action, personal for those who 
serve as well as for those who are served. When each worshipper in the Church so 
Pcs extends his interests as to include the suffering, the needy, the homeless, and the op- 
pressed, then the full measure of the cause of Christ will be approached in the world. 

The various welfare societies on our synodical territory have notably expressed the 
will of the Church in their respective fields of endeavor. We have at hand the statistics 
for only the Wisconsin and Minnesota Societies. During the year 1951 these societies 
cared for well over 1,000 children, placing 169 for adoption. More than 400 unwed 
mothers were given Christian care. It is impossible to give adequate figures for the 
work of the Chaplaincy services but in Wisconsin alone 93 institutions were served 
by full and part-time chaplains. 666 aliens were settled in our territory or have been | 
given assurances of resettlement. If the budgets of our societies were sufficiently ex- 
tended, these figures would be considerably enlarged. 

The budget of these two societies was $615,500. On our territory, therefore, 
almost a million dollars is expended each year in the pursuit of our social welfare aims. 
| The increased attention given in medical circles to the mentally ill has greatly , 
) : enlarged the responsibility of the Church to bring to these unfortunate people the i 


| 
¥ 


full resources of the Christian religion. Minnesota through its state welfare board has 
recognized the function of the Church in this area and has provided the funds to sup- 
port nine chaplains in its various institutions for the mentally ill. No doubt other 
states will follow the example of Minnesota. These chaplains must be specially trained 
_: to take their place with the trained physician. We are merely on the threshold of the 
possibilities of psychosomatic medicine, and the recognition of the spiritual office in 
this program of treatment offers a real challenge to the Church to bring its healing 
ministry to the highest possible level. 

The problem of the mentally retarded child is allied to that of the mentally ill. 
The Church is exploring ways and means to meet this problem by providing special 
institutional care for such children. The possibility of spiritual and social salvage 
among these children is infinite. The Board of Social Missions of the U.L.C. on 
April 24 adopted this resolution: ‘“‘Resolved, that the United Lutheran Church in 
America request the synods to study with their child care institutions and agencies the 
need for sheltered care for mentally deficient children and the possible development 
of a program for such care.”’ If this resolution passes the U.L.C. Convention in October, 
it likely will be before us at our 1953 Convention for consideration. 
| The agencies of social welfare look to the Church for three resources: money, per- 

sonal participation and prayer. These belong together and complement each other. 
Let each pastor become intelligently informed in the area of social service and then 
be a leader to his flock. Only thus can we open the way to a larger and richer participa- 


tion in this work of uplifting the arms of all those committed to the ministry of 
mercy. ‘Inasmuch as ye did it unto one of the least of these my brethren, ye did it — 


unto me.’’ We honor this sentiment in principle; let us embody it in action.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
MISSIONS 


The organization of new congregations and the overseeing of those having mission 


status continues as one of the major responsibilities of the president of Synod. Approxi- 
mately 25 per cent of the congregations of Synod receive salary aid from the Board 
of American Missions. Add to this number those who are loan missions and the per- 
centage rises to more than 30. It is probably true that the growth of mission congre- 
gations and the establishment of new missions account for most of the Synod’s growth 
in membership. Net increases in membership ranging up to 94 are worthy of special 
commendation. | 


Staff 
The Rev. D. H. Shelhart and the Rev. R. V. Hansen continue as the field mission- 


aries whose salaries and necessary expenses are paid by Synod. After June 1, 1951, 
two mission organizers whose salaries are paid by the Board of American Missions 


started to work in our territory, the Rev. Emerson E. Jury at Appleton and the Rev. 


Warren Thompson at Minot. Pastor Thompson’s career was brought to a close by 
his untimely death within six weks of his ordination. Pastor Jury has brought his 
first work to the point of organization which was accomplished on Ash Wednesday, 
February 27. The Executive Committee voted on February 25 to call Candidate 
Lloyd W. Franke to organize a church in Minot under the standards of the Board 
of American Missions, his salary and expenses to be borne by the Synod. 


Self Support 


Bethany, Wisconsin Dells, organized in 1939 by D. H. Shelhart, served by Pastors 


Shannon, Flora and G. W. Genszler became self supporting as to salary aid when it 
voted to call Robert L. Bartsch as the successor to Pastor Genszler. With an attractive 
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and adequate church property and with a splendid record in benevolence contribu-

Self Support 


Several of the missions have made such remarkable progress numerically and finan- 
cially that they are preparing to assume self support in the near future. The Board 
of American Missions urges this in view of the large number of places where mission 
work should be begun, places that are waiting only for men and financial support. 


Church Extension 


Synod is always mindful that the Board of American Missions through the Depart- 
ment of Church Extension has done well by us. It is a real joy to be able to report 
that Synod has consistently overpaid U.L.C.A. apportionment in recent years. 

By constitutional provision church extension is the responsibility of the United 
Lutheran Church in America. Several synods are now entering this field on their own. 
There is a need for extra funds which might be available to help missions in distress. 
Mission Sponsors has been available for minor extras such as chairs, contribution toward 
organ but has been used only once in providing a substantial sum toward building. 
Synodical Home Mission budget is not large enough to provide substantial grants or 
loans. This officer of Synod believes that church extension should remain as the 
responsibility of the United Lutheran Church. He believes too, however, that mission 


sponsors could be activated to the place where it would consist of 1,000 people each 


of whom would gladly give $5.00 every time a mission is organized by Synod.

REPORT OF THE SYNODICAL MISSIONARY. 
IN CHARGE OF SURVEY 


Your Synodical Missionary in Charge of Survey assumed the duties assigned to 
the office on September 1, 1951. This is a new phase of the work of Home Missions 
in the Synod of the Northwest. In defining the duties of this office the report of the 
joint meeting of the Executive Committee and the Budget Committee adopted by the 
1951 convention states that the Synodical Missionary in Charge of Survey shall “‘per- 
form such duties in addition to those of missionary, such duties being to aid in find- 
ing, surveying and clearing of prospective fields.’” As the Synodical Missionary in 
Charge of Survey assumes this work, may he outline his ideas of the duties and respon- 
sibilities so described as he sees them. 

He believes that the duty of this office is not just to aid in finding Home Mission 


fields but to aid in finding the most promising fields on our territory. In his work 


of establishing new congregations over the course of years he has come to the con- 


clusion that a new congregation can be established anywhere there are people. But he 


believes it is not the part of wisdom to begin a new congregation just anywhere. If 
manpower and financial means were available we could do a lot more than we have 


‘done or will do, but with limited resources fields must be chosen wisely. As your 


missionary goes about this work he prays God that he may have good judgment 
in the selection of fields. 

At the time your missionary was assigned the work of survey he was already deep 
in the work of developing a new congregation in Menomonee Falls, Wisconsin. Ac- 
cording to the action of the 1951 convention he was to do this work in addition to 
regular missionary work. The work of developing a new congregation is a full time 
job in itself so your missionary has not had too much time to devote to survey in 
the past nine months. Some things have been accomplished however, besides the organi- 
zation of a thriving new congregation in Menomonee Falls. 

The first thing that was done under the assignment of survey was to send a letter 
to all the pastors of Synod asking them to suggest possible home mission fields. This 
too was according to the recommendation of the joint meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee and the Budget Committee adopted by the 1951 convention: “That the pastors 
of local congregations aid in finding potential fields and refer them to the Missionary 
in Charge of Survey.’’ The following is the tabulation of the results of that letter:

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The tabulation of the possible Home Mission fields suggested on the returns shows

As it stands of this date, eighteen fields have been allocated to the Synod at the 
Northwest for Home Mission Development by the Regional Home Mission Commit- 


tees of the National Lutheran Council. These communities could be named in this 


report but we believe it is a good policy not to make them public lest some of our 
people and those of other Lutheran bodies become overly exercised about them. This 
information is not secret however, and if anyone in Synod wants to know these things 
he may ask the Missionary in Charge of Survey. 

When we look at these allocations we can hardly say that the National Lutheran 
Council Regional Committees have not been generous to the Synod of the Northwest 
nor can we say that the Home Mission staff of our Synod has been lax in seeking 
fields for development. 

Your Missionary in Charge of Survey believes that before we ask for more fields 
to be allocated to the Synod of the Northwest we should do something about those 
already allocated to us. He believes that before we call men to develop home mission 
congregations and assign them to a field or fields allocated to us, we should be reason- 
ably certain such fields present the possibility of the development of a thriving con- 
gregation. He believes this too is in spirit with the recommendation adopted by the 
1951 convention: ‘“That the Executive Committee call two more synodical mission- 
aries as soon as fields are found and cleared in number in excess of those which can be 
developed by the two synodical missionaries.'’ The only way we can determine that 
any given community presents a promising field is by a house-to-house survey and by 
canvassing the field. It will be impossible for your Missionary in Charge of Survey to 


canvass all these fields allocated to us and at the same time organize a new congrega- 


tion within the year. With that in mind, your missionary has asked the Executive 
Committee of Synod to employ Mr. Stanley Chandler for canvassing work during 
the months of this coming summer. With a complete survey and the findings of such 
fields as are canvassed we will be able to determine their possibilities. 

By the employment of Mr. Chandler, we have a plan in mind. He is a high school 
teacher. His summer months are always free. The summer is the best time of the year 
for canvassing, the only time of the year to do it effectively. By experience we believe 
a canvasser will become more efficient in the work. With the experience this summer 
will afford. Mr. Chandler will be of more value to us in the future. We may be able 
to use him summer after summer. With such procedure we can be reasonably certain 
of fields before missionaries are assigned to develop them. 

As to the future in the work of survey, may your missionary say that he has no 


desire to give up his first love, the organization of new congregations, but if that. 


becomes necessary occasionally, or for a year or so, we trust you will understand. 
Your missionary plans to devote most of this coming summer, as soon as a pastor 
assumes his duties in the new congregation in Menomonee Falls, to the work of survey. 
He plans to scout as much territory as is possible. He believes that the scouting of first 
importance is the region about the Twin Cities in Minnesota. To his knowledge a 
ee study of this area has never been made, at least not in recent years. He hopes 
ive more than a month to this study. Along with this study of the Twin Cities 
be onies to investigate between forty and fifty other communities as to Home Mission 
If you will be patient with your Missionary in Charge of Survey, he hopes to make 
it possible for the Synodical Executive Committee to have a complete picture of our 
opportunities and possibilities in Home Missions and to act as our resources and man- 
power permit and thus to carry out the recommendations of the joint meeting of the 
Executive Committee and the Tt Committee as approved by the 1951 convention

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CONSTITUTION 


The 1950 Convention of The United Lutheran Church in America (1950 ULCA 
Minutes, pp. 902, 918) approved for submission to the Synods for their ratification 
the following amendment to the Constitution of The United Lutheran Church in 


America: 
Amend Article XV, Section 1, as follows: In place of the words, ‘‘which has ac- 


cepted the Constitution with its Doctrinal Basis as set forth in Article II,’’ substitute 


the words: ‘“‘which has accepted Article Il (Doctrinal Basis) and Article XV (Affiliated 
Churches) of this Constitution.”’ 
Article XV, Section 1, now reads: 


_7_ Any Evangelical Lutheran Church which has been fostered by the Board of Foreign 


Missions of The United Lutheran Church in America, and which has accepted this 
Constitution with its Doctrinal Basis as set forth in Article II, and whose constitution 
has been approved by the Executive Board, may be received into relationship with 
The United Lutheran Church in America as an Affiliated Church by a majority vote 
at any regular convention. 

This section, if and when amended, will read: 


Section 1. Any Evangelical Lutheran Church which has been fostered = the Been 


of Foreign Missions of The United Lutheran Church in America, and which has

The Constitution of The United Lutheran Church in America requires that pro- 
posed amendments to the constitution be approved by two-thirds of the Synods before 
they shall be declared adopted. Your committee recommends that the Synod of the 
Northwest give its approval of this amendment.

THE REV. WARREN L. THOMPSON 


The Rev. Warren L. Thompson, son of Mr. and Mrs. Charles P. Thompson of 
Watertown, Minnesota, was born in Winsted, Minnesota, August 13, 1922. He 
graduated from Gustavus Adolphus College, St. Peter, Minnesota, in 1948, and from 
Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary, po in 1951. He was called 
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by the Board of Amesitas Missions, and with his wife, moved to Minot, North Dakota, 
to begin his work on June 1 of last year. By his capable leadership he succeeded in 
forming a nucleus for a congregation of the United Lutheran Church in America. He 


had been chosen for this important survey because of outstanding qualifications which — 


he possessed.

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REPORT OF THE WOMEN'S MISSIONARY SOCIETY 


_ Ever since that early Easter morning 1900 years ago when our crucified and risen 
Christ commissioned Mary to ‘‘Go tell’’ the good news of the Resurrection, women 
have felt it an honor and privilege to participate in the missionary enterprise of the 
church—98,000 women with a budget of $790,000 have carried forth the work of 
the Women’s Missionary Society in the United Lutheran Church in 1951-52. One- 


_ third of all the foreign missionary work of the church is sustained by their gifts. 


In Northwest Synod, 5,663 women in 163 societies in 120 congregations are mem- 


bers of the Women’s Missionary Society. During the past year, 687 new members 


were added—-we rank seventh in the nation as to membership. It is regrettable that , 
there are still 13 per cent of our churches in Synod without a Women’s Missionary 


organization. 
The 13th Biennial Convention of the Women’s Missionary Society of the Synod 


of the Northwest met in Holy Trinity English Lutheran Church, Minneapolis, Minn., 


October 7-9, 1951. Miss Verna Lofgren, R.N., from Rajahmundry, India, was our 
guest missionary speaker. ‘‘With One Accord’’ was the theme carried out throughout 
the convention. 

A new Constitution was adopted in order that our Synod would conform with 
the changes made by the National Society. The major revisions made were— 

1. That all giving be placed on a Free Will basis instead of dues. 

2. That instead of meeting biennially, the Synodical Conventions be held triennially 


in the year following the National Convention.

President—Mrs. W.S. Chandler | 
Vice President—Mrs. Theo. S. Rees Treasurer—Mrs. L. S. Molacek 
Secretary—Mrs. Val W. Ove Statistical Secretary—NMrs. Elof A. Erickson 


The total receipts for 1951 were $37,032.65. Northwest Synod Women’s Mis- 
sionary Society assumes the full support of Mrs. James Miller, missionary to Liberia, 
and contributes $3,000 to Rocky Boy Indian Mission. 

A special Triennial Emphasis on increased Thank Offering through Worship- 
Membership-Stewardship from 1949 to 1952, will close in June. During these three 
years, we have endeavored to deepen our spiritual lives, increase our membership and 
through gratitude give more of our time, talents and treasures to further Christ's 
Kingdom. The total Thank Offering for the three years has been $42,347.69 without 
this quarter. 

966 boxes with a value of $14,588.44 were sent for missions, relief and welfare 
work. 

Because we believe an informed Christian is a giving Christian, much emphasis is 
given the educational work in our societies. Besides our monthly | educational programs, 
over 2,000 persons attended special mission study classes on “‘Latin America’ and 
‘Churches for Our Country’s Needs.’’ 2,454 women subscribe to the official magazine 
Lutheran Woman’s Work. | 

Sister Marion Maurer has been in Northwest Synod from Easter to June 9. It is 
hoped that her presence has been a stimulus to finding students for full-time Christian 
service. Four students from our Synod are now in training for the diaconate. 

Three members of Northwest Synod have been honored by appointments to the 
National Society. Mrs. M. F. Rheingans is a member. of the Executive. Board, Mrs. 
J. E. Tepoorten is chairman of the Life Membership and In Memoriam Department, 
and Mrs. C. W. Fagerlin is a member of the Education Committee. |

thine hand it is to make great and to give strength unto all.’’ We use David’s words 
to acknowledge the greatness and the goodness of God to the English Evangelical 
Lutheran Synod of the Northwest during the year 1952. All good that has been 
accomplished is by His hand. Where the successes have been too small the fault must 
be shared by all in Synod. 


(.onvention Host 


Richfield Church was established by Field Missionary Luther B. Deck January 10, 
1915. It was self-supporting from the beginning, in this way deviating from the 
customary procedure. There were 120 charter members. This large number made seli -- 
en possible.

| cy The church was erected in 1925 under the leadership of Pastor Wicklund. 


Since October, 1947, when the Rev. H. T. Rasmussen became pastor the congrega- 
tion has made tremendous strides. In February, 1950, the Parish House was dedicated. 
In 1951 a new parsonage was purchased. The communicant membership has increased 
to 845. And the Sunday school has grown from 267 to 804. Synod is indebted to 
St. John’s Church, the Rev. John W. Rilling, D.D., pastor, where the service of 
Ordination will be held. : 


Number of Congregations 


Elmdale congregation of the Holdingford, Elmdale, St. Cloud, Ne ey parish 
by unanimous vote requested dismissal to unite with the E.L.C. Upon agreement by 
the Board of American Missions, this dismissal was granted September 10, 1952. 
Chief factor in the adjustments being made in this parish has been the lack of prospect 
for growth at St. Cloud in comparison with Salary Aids by Board of American Mis- 
sions and Synod. Holdingford is being supplied by a neighboring ALC pastor; St. 
@loud by Pastor Schnake, Protestant Chaplain at St. Cloud VA Hospital. 

Faith, Cuba City, Wisconsin. . This congregation by unanimous vote requested dis- 
missal to unite with ALC. Chief factors in this request have been: unfortunate circum- 
stances of previous pastorate, former affiliation with ALC, and proximity of ALC 
Seminary, 20 miles. Offsetting the loss of these congregations are applications from

Pastors 


- Death has dain the dean of pastors, the Rev. William F. Bacher, D.D. Ordained 
in 1889, his service in the ministry covered 64 years. His early pastorates were in 
the New York and New England Synod at Binghampton and Kingston. In Synod 
he served congregations at St. Paul, Duluth, Fargo, Winnipeg and Elkhorn. In addi- 
tion Dr. Bacher was the esteemed Secretary of this body for 18 years, 1930 to 1948. 

Professor A. C. P. Hays, for thirty years a member of the faculty of Northwestern 
Lutheran Theological Seminary, passed away on April 7, 1953. He headed the New 
Testament department, and brought to its presentation both academic excellency and 
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Christian courtesy. He had charge of the Seminary Library. In addition to teaching 
he served St. Luke’s, Oxboro, for several years; and other parishes on an interim basis. 

The Rev. C. H. Eckhoff continues in a disabled condition, requiring special care. 
The Rev. Robert Heide, needing special therapy, resigned at Faith, South Beloit, March 
8, 1953. The Rev. James D. Bartsch and the Rev. Karlton Wagner had rather pro- 
longed interruptions of their ministries on account of sickness. Dr. C. A. Piel, pastor 
of Reformation Church, Milwaukee, has been on leave from his pulpit since Novem- 
ber, 1952, because of illness. 

The Rev. John F. Fedders, D.D., having completed 33 years as pastor of Lake 
Park Church, Milwaukee, and 40 years in the Lutheran ministry retired to the status 
of pastor emeritus December 5, 1952. 

The Rev. P. W. Roth, D.D., having completed 35 years as pastor of the Church 
of the Epiphany, Milwaukee, and 50 years in the Lutheran ministry, retires to the 
status of pastor emeritus June 15, 1953. 


Salaries 


Out of 116 parishes reporting, salary increases have been made in 60. Cash increase 
in 53; car allowance increase in 5; and pension payments in 2. Congregations and 
church councils are encouraged to review salaries at frequent intervals in order to keep 
pace with the cost of living on the one hand; and in order to express the church's 
appreciation to its pastors on the other. 


Losses — Otherwise 


To determine, if possible, the reason for large losses suffered raleiie by the 
Church, and to discover who are so lost and why, a questionnaire was sent to all 
churches. 84 replies provided the following figures:

Disparity between totals is due to misinterpretation of the form. Two positive 
comments are obvious. 1) There is great encouragement to be derived from the com- 
paratively small loss of post-confirmands. 2) There is special need for attention to 
the Transfer facilities of the Church.

Chaplains 


This department of pastoral service has enlisted the interest of a growing number 
of pastors on our clerical roll. In active service are: Chaplains John D. Roth, Frank 
Vavrin, Jerome Vavrin, George Moeller, Gordon Lindemann. Chaplain Carl Almer 
returned from service in Korea on January 8, 1953, and was honorably discharged 
on January 12. On April 15 he became pastor of Cate Mineral Point, Wiscon- 
sin, parish. 


Evangelism 


With 20% of its population moving each year the Church faces a continuing 
need to seek and to save and to conserve. Lay-evangelism, namely, the use of qualified 
members for visits among the unchurched, has been eminently successful wherever it 
has been conscientiously used. Helps toward this all-important part of the Church's 
work are offered by Synod in its Stewardship Secretary, Stewardship Committee, vol- 
unteers from among its pastors, its officers, together with numerous pamphlets, visual 
aids, etc. It is devoutly to be desired that the smaller congregations, especially, take 
advantage of such helps. For congregations with fewer than 200 communicants are 
least immune to losses of membership. Of 47 congregations with communicant mem- 
bership of 200 to 499, only 4 reported losses in membership. Of 39 congregations 
having more than 500 communicants there were 11 reporting losses in membership. 


But, of 48 congregations having fewer than 200 communicants, there were 17 report- 
ing losses in membership. 
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General Benevolence 


A 15 per cent increase in 1952 is reason for gratitude to God. Treasurer Helwig 
Aeports an average of $9.05 per communicant. In 84 congregations the average was 
below and in 52 congregations the average was above $9.05 per communicant. General - 
Benevolence provides the funds for promotion of the interests of the Church. No limits 
should ever be established to such giving except that limit established by the Lord 
Himself from whom alone come ‘‘both riches and honor.”’ It is a source of joy that 
Synod contributed more to the U.L.C.A. than required by the apportionment of our 
parent body. There must not be among us any feeling of smug satisfaction on this 
score. God has richly blessed us; adequate cearetis hue is shown only by adequate 
giving as “‘God has prospered us.’ 


Céithage College 


In 1947 Synod accepted the privilege of electing 3 members of the Board of Carthage 
College. By this action the Synod of the Northwest joined with three other Synods 
in responsibility for this college. Our support in the number of students and in con- 
tributions has not been in proportion to our size and ability. Under the authorization 
of the Executive Committee of Synod and at the request of the president of Carthage 
College, your president has appointed a committee whose duty it will be to recruit 
students in greater numbers. A coordinate action of this convention should be to vote 
greater financial support. At its February meeting the Board of Directors of Carthage 
College voted to increase the number of Board members representing the Synod of the 
Northwest by three. Such elections are to be made at this convention. 


Synod Offices 


_ It appears that additional buildings will be available in the Seminary Compound 
within the near future. When additional space becomes available, it is proposed to 
center the synodical offices in a building separate from the main building of the Semi- 
nary. The question arises: Should the Synod purchase a ‘separate building for its 
offices? It is probable that one will be at hand. Growth of Seminary and of synodical 
operations indicate that a separation of offices would be advantageous. 


Worship Tendency 


Visits to many congregations reveal a tendency to neglect the rich variety of hymns 
available in the Common Service Book in favor of a few well-known standbys 
and/or in favor of so-called Gospel songs flavored highly with human centered emo- 
tionalism. Carried on interminably this tendency will lead to shallow rather than deep 
faith, narrow rather than broad experience of the love of God. We have a Liturgy 
historically acceptable, easily useable; we have access to more than 500 hymns and 
hymn tunes, rich in truth and singable. Congregations are urged to make full use of 
the approved and proved helps to worship. ,

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REPORT OF THE AUDITOR 


English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest: | April 17, 1953 
Gentlemen: 


We have examined the accounting records of your Treasurer, Mr. Walter O. Helwig, 
for the year 1952 and submit herewith our report as listed in the table of contents. 
Included in this report are all the cash transactions of January 16, 1952, to January 
16, 1953, to record all contributions from synod congregations and all disbursements 
applicable to 1952. | 
All cash coming into the hands of the Treasurer during the year was recorded and 
accounted for and all disbursements were made by proper authorization for purposes 
stated in this report. The total cash receipts and disbursements were reconciled with the 
monthly statements of the depository bank. All cash receipts were properly deposited 
to the credit of the synod except any Canadian checks which were recorded and sent 
to the United Lutheran Church in America to avoid the exchange charges. 
The United States Savings bonds, Series F, as listed in Schedule 1, were examined 
by us and found in order. The redemption value increased $447.83 which was credited 
to the General Fund balance, resulting in a total redemption value of $14,788.74. 
The accounts receivable total of $46.57 is represented by an escrow account amount- 
ing to $35.96 held at the Minot Federal Savings and Loan Association, Minot, N. D., 
and advances for telephone expenses paid by the Synod on behalf of the Northwestern 
Lutheran Theological Seminary amounting to $10.61. : 
All of the available documents representing loans from the General Fund and the 
_.Central Conference Lot Fund to Synod congregations were presented for our inspec- 
tion. The Synod advanced $7,189.19 to St. John’s, Fargo, North Dakota, for the 
erection of a branch Sunday School. The title to this property was vested in the 
congregation and no documents were executed to substantiate this loan from Synod. 
Documents relating to other loans which were not available for our inspection are 
noted in Schedule 2. Some of these loans date back several years and are probably 
not fully collectible. 
During the year the Synod purchased a stenographer's chair costing $65.25 for the 
Stewardship secretary's office. All equipment which the Synod owns was carried on 
the books at cost and no reserve for depreciation is recorded on the books: The Depart- 
ment of Devotional Booklets does, however, depreciate its equipment. 
oe the year the Synod sold two pieces of its property for a net loss of $713.73

We inspected all of the documents representing the above real estate as well as ies 
relating to all other real estate which the Synod owns. All documents were on hand 
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with the exception of an opinion relating to the Elmwood parsonage and the Lake 


of the Isles papers which are in the hands of the Synod’s attorney. 

The Hugo O. P. Franke Student Aid Fund’s specific assets consisting of 1,466 
shares of Froedtert Grain and Malting Company common stock were also inspected 
by us and found in order. During the year the Synod received $1,466.00 as divi- 
dends from the above stock as well as $1,277.50 from the Maurice C. Brown Student 
Aid Fund of the Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary, which was credited to 
the ministerial education budget account. Expenditures from that account for student 
aids are considered to be taken from the above income before the general budget appro- 
priation is used so that the overage in that account at the end of the year amounting to 
$783.52 was closed into the General Fund balance. 


Included in the balance sheet is the net worth of the Stewardship Committee’s De- 


votional Booklet Department as at December 31, 1952, amounting to $12,770. 38 
as stated in the audit report of R. A. Strand, C.P.A., Minneapolis. 

Based on information contained in a letter from the Board of American Missions 
dated April 29, 1952, the item amounting to $5,500.00 heretofore carried in the 
amount of $3,034.91 as an asset of the General Fund and in the amount of $2,465.09 


as an asset of the Wisconsin Conference Lot Fund, has been eliminated from the 
balance sheet, the Synod having assigned its interest in the $5,500.00 to the Board, 


to become a part of the Board’s restricted loan funds for use in the se of the 
Synod. 

During the year the General Fund was increased by $32,576. 32, as set forth in 
Exhibit “B.’’ Of this increase, $6,227.07 is represented by an increase in cash, the 
balance being represented by increases in other assets, such as real estate and loans to 


congregations and by reduction of the debt to the Northwestern Lutheran Theological 


Seminary. 
_ An analysis of all other fund balances is presented in Exhibit ‘‘B.’’

Averages are valuable even if only for casual comparison. Perhaps you will be 
interested in comparing your parish with a mythical ‘‘Average Church of Synod.”’ 
The “‘Average Church’ now has 770 baptized members, having gained 34 members 
‘over the preceding year. It has 515 confirmed members, a gain of 19. 426 are com- 
muning. It has doubled in membership since 1921. 

The “Average Church’’ has an investment of $95,000 in facilities, and is carrying 
a debt of $17,000. It operated on $11,000 last year, but spent another $12, 909 : 
for unusual expense—mostly building improvements. 

Fighty-one cents out of every dollar received was spent at home, only 19c was 
given for benevolence of all kinds. Two years ago 7lc was spent at home and 29c 
was given for benevolence. This ‘‘Church’’ talked about the 50-50 budget, but 
actually dropped farther and farther away from the goal. 

In total benevolence this “‘Average Church’’ gave about $5, 400 last year, approxi- 
mately one-third of which was in the form of various special contributions. 

So much then for the “‘Average Church.’’ Does it measure up to your expectations? 

Now to consider the broader picture of Synod as a whole: Your attention is called 
to Chart 1 on the adjoining page. This chart shows graphically the increase in average 
membership figures at selected years from 1918 to 1952, and also the increase in the 
number of churches during the same period. Synod has doubled in number of churches 
since 1921, and at the same time the “‘Average Church’’ has also doubled in members. 

Chart 2 shows the continuing growth in membership totals for all of Synod during 
more recent years from 1940 to 1952. This remarkable growth is better revealed in 
Chart 3 which shows the rate of increase in Confirmed Membership (only) from 1918 
to 1952 inclusive in the relatively straight dot-dash line. This rate of increase is 
governed largely by the two factors mentioned above, namely: the number of churches 
in Synod, and the average number of members per church. These factors are plotted 
also for purposes of easy comparison. (Warning: Do not attempt to read the magni- 
tude since different scales have been used. This is a semi-log chart used to reveal rate 
of increase, among other things.) At present, Confirmed Membership of Synod is | 
increasing at an almost constant rate. The rate of increase for Baptized and Com- 
muning Membership is practically the same, but with Baptized showing. a slightly 
higher rate of increase. 

‘With such a trend established over the years, one might hazard a ‘‘prophecy.’’ It 
appears quite probable that within approximately eleven or twelve years Synod will 
have attained 100,000 Confirmed Members, perhaps more. It is also probable that in 
about eighteen years the Communing Membership of Synod will have passed 100,000. 
This of course assumes that other factors remain equal. — 

Chart 5 is indeed a revelation. It shows a growing preoccupation with the ‘‘things 
of this world’’ and a tendency to neglect some essentials of the Kingdom.. It shows 
that last year the churches of Synod spent almost a million dollars more than the 
—s year while coasting downhill on benevolence, a trend already apparent 

a year ago. However, it must be recognized that about half of this million dollars 
went into long overdue building projects. | 

The sad part of the picture is the very noticeable drop in total benevolence, and the 
breaking of a long established pattern of relationship. From 1938 to 1946, or even 
until 1948, benevolence paralleled congregational expense—when one went up the 
other went up. At times the 50-50 budget was in sight. 

But beginning in 1948, with a year out to catch our breath for CHEYA, congre-- 
gational expense took us on a “*jet ride’’ into the stratosphere. It now looks as if 
benevolence had to ‘“‘bail out” and is drifting down on a parachute. 
... This rather abrupt change has some serious implications worthy of the considera- 
tion of all of us. If long continued this trend may tend to upset established rates of 
growth in Synod, although this has not occurred in the past. Perhaps this is so because 
earlier reversals were of short duration or paralleled the economic pattern of the time. 
(At least it appears that there is no previous situation, as revealed by the traces on 
Charts 3 and 4, which shows any direct correlation of this nature.) 

Chart 4 shows rate of change on total benevolence and total congregational expense — 
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from’ 1918 to 1952. It agrees with Chart 5 in revealing current trends. Not since 
1933 has Synod dropped at so rapid a rate (or so far, percentage-wise) in benevolence 
as it has this past year. We must remember, though that from 1929 to 1933 every- 
thing was going down and benevolence simply went along with the trend. Today the 
trend on all other church expense is upward and benevolence is falling. 

As in past years a brief summary of current trends is presented in tabular form. 
It ought to be understood that the probable error is somewhat greater than would 
normally be true, since several parishes did not send reports in time to be included. 
It is regretted that more detailed study and analysis of other pertinent and interesting 
problems could not be made in the limited time available.

Through the mercy and love of God another year of successful work has been 


| accomplished by our Seminary. 


It is with heartfelt sorrow that we mention the death of our beloved colleague, 


- the Reverend Professor Arthur C. P. Hays, who entered the Church Triumphant 


April 7. Professor Hays was an Instructor in the New Testament in our Seminary 
from 1923 to 1934. Since 1935 he has been Professor of New Testament Theology 
and head of the department. During this time he served as Librarian up to the Fali 
of 1952. In spite of a year of serious illness he carried his full teaching load until 
the end of the Winter quarter. By his Christian character, scholarly temperament and 
noble service he has endeared himself to his colleagues, a generation of students, the 
pastors and people of our Synod and to the Lutheran Church of our land. He is — 
sorely missed and the difficult task of choosing his successor lies before us. Another 
builder of our Seminary has received the crown of Life. 

Since September 1952, eighty-six have been enrolled in our school. At present 
we have eighty-three in good standing. Forty-eight of them are married. We have | 
fourteen apartments available for married students. These students have come to us 
from twenty-five different colleges and universities. 

There are twenty-six seniors who are candidates for graduation on May 14. When 
these are graduated our alumni will number 323. At the time of this writing, a month 
before graduation, nearly all of the seniors have received calls or are about to receive 
them. For several weeks we have had to inform presidents of other synods that we 
cannot answer their requests for our graduates. More men are needed for the ministry. 

The faculty approved and recommended to the Board that the following men be 
granted the degree of Bachelor of Divinity: Virgil David Anderson, Richard Clausen 
Arthur, Charles Linn Barber, Harold Edwin Berg, James Paul Biship, Clement James

Ten of these men come from the churches of our Synod. 

A successful and well attended Convocation was held January 27 to 29 in St. John’s © 
Church, the Rev. Dr. John W. Rilling, pastor. Special lectures were presented by 
Dr. George E.. Mendenhall of the University of Michigan, Dr. Eric H. Wahlstrom of 
Augustana Seminary, the Rev. John C. Kauffman, Hospital Chaplain at Willmar and 
the Rev. Harold C. Letts of the Board of Social Missions of the U.L.C.A. The Rev. 
Edward Day of Ascension Church, St. Paul, was the chaplain. 

Our Seminary Choir completed another successful tour of some of our churches 
in Wisconsin and Minnesota. They sang to full churches and were graciously received 
and entertained. Much credit is due Harold Rygg, the student director, for his ability 
in interpretation and for inspiring the men to faithful — and to brilliant per- 
formance. Stewardship Secretary, the Rev. George B. McCreary, traveled with the 
Choir, held daily devotions and presented the cause of the Seminary and made the 
plea for men for the ministry. 

' In addition to the regular work of teaching, the members of the faculty have been 
engaged in the work of the Synod and that of the Church. Detailed reports of our 
activities have appeared in the Seminary Bulletin. 

The one thousand dollar scholarship awarded last year to Student Harold Kruger 
by Lutheran Brotherhood will be used by Mr. Kruger for graduate study. 

The faculty recommends to the Board that a scholarship be granted to Student 
Harold E. Berg for graduate study in Princeton Seminary. 

At present we have on file twenty accepted applications for entrance to our 
Junior Class next fall. This means that we shall have a class of twenty-five or thirty. 

The George Pillsbury home next door to the Seminary is for sale. The local mem- 
bers of the Board and the faculty have viewed the house and will bring the matter 


of purchase to the attention of the Board at the May 14 meeting. 


We are deeply grateful to our Lord for His comfort in our sorrow, for the sbusdance 
of His blessings during the year and for the opportunity to serve.

AUDITOR'S REPORT 

September 13, 1952 
Gentlemen: 

We have examined the accounting records of your Treasurer, Mr. J. K. Jensen, 

for the period August 1, 1951, to July 31, 1952, inclusive, and submit our report 

with statements as listed in the table of contents. The following comments are offered 


in explanation of the items appearing in the balance sheet and of the scope of our 
verification. | 


Currents Assets—$20,085.42 


Cash in the Merchants and Savings Bank, Janesville, Wisconsin, in the sum of 
$14,033.83, was verified by reconciliation with the bank statements. We ascertained 
that all recorded receipts were deposited and that all disbursements were supported by 
satisfactory vouchers and were correctly recorded. The petty cash funds of $700.00, 
carried as revolving funds at the Seminary, were not counted by us. 

The receivables amounting to $5,351.59, which constitute the remaining item 
of current assets consisted +) items in transit which were deposited after the close 
of the fiscal year. 


Endowment and Educational Plant Fund Assets 


The assets which represent the investment of endowment and special funds are 
grouped under the above caption and are commented upon below. 


Notes Receivable—$24, 750.00 


All of these notes, as listed in Schedule 1, represent loans to ‘Synod. ee the 
year they were reduced by a payment of $5,000.00 on principal. Interest was Lan 
in full to the close of the s fiscal year, July 1932. 


Mortgages—$44,200. 13 


The balance owing the Seminary on mortgages at the close of the fiscal year, as 
shown above, consisted of six mortgages listed in Schedule 2. During the year two 
new mortgage loans were made, totalling $21,000.00, and $4,742.21 was collected 
on principal. All interest and principal payments by borrowers were current in 
accordance with their terms, except in the case of the Meier mortgage, now in the name 
of Mrs. Alan E. Lee, which was several monthe delinquent. 


Contracts—$27, 135.08 


This amount consists of the balances due on two land contracts as listed in 
Schedule 3. Monthly payments on both, applicable to interest and principal, were 
current im accordance with their terms. The Sanstadt land contract, originally 
$10,000.00, represents the balance of proceeds of the sale of the old Cooper residence. 
The Cooper land contract, originally $18,561.96, represents the purchase price, insur- 
ance and taxes paid for the new Cooper residence. 


Bonds—$43,381.28 


All bonds owned are carried at par with the exception of United States Savings 
bonds, Series ‘‘F,’’ with maturity value of $100.00, which are carried at redemption 
value. All matured coupons which had not been deposited at July 31, 1952, were 
subsequently deposited and are carried in this report among the receivables. 


Stocks—$ 145,554.34 


Investments in stocks are listed in Schedule 5 and supplementary Schedule 5a. The 
value shown above is book value, representing cost in the case of those purchased > 
and appraised value in the estates of those received by bequest. For your information 
we have obtained market values as of July 31, 1952, for all stocks on both schedules 
except the Janesville Sand and Gravel Company stock, which is not quoted, and have 
listed the market values in } .pacallel column, listing appraised valué at date of acquisi- 
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tion in the case of Janesville Sand and Gravel Company sock, with the following 
result:

Life Insurance—$5,000.00 


This item consists of an insurance policy for $5,000.00 issued by the Aetna Life 
Insurance Company on the life of a donor to the Jubilee Offering Fund, whose pledge 
is payable from the proceeds of this policy at his death. The donor is paying the 
annual premiums and all premiums due to date have been paid. The Northwestern 


Lutheran Theological Seminary is the beneficiary under the policy, — is in the. 


hands of your Treasurer. 


Investment Real Estate onl Equipment—$75, 876.17 


All income producing real estate owned by the Seminary and related equipment are 
carried as investment of endowment or special funds. During the year under review 
both the old and the new Cooper residences were removed from this category, having 
been sold on land contracts which are now carried as investments. Investment real 
estate was increased by the acquisition of an apartment building at a cost of $57,802.70. 
- Equipment additions in investment real estate consisted of $98.00 for Reed Hall 
and $3,969.43 for the apartment building. Depreciation at normal rates is being 
charged off on investment buildings and equipment. — 


Educational Plant Real Estate and Equipment—$142,240.83 


During the year improvements to the Crosby student dormitory increased its book 
cost by $587.36. Seminary and kitchen equipment additions were acquired at a cost 
of $1,746.83 and $76.50, respectively. Additions to the library amounted to 
$2,991.53, resulting in a total increase in acquisition costs of $5,402.22. Depreciation 
is being charged off on equipment only. 


Boarding Club Fund Assets—$500.00 


Five shares of 208 South LaSalle Street stock are held for the Seminary Boarding 
Club, being included in a certificate for $55 shares held by the Seminary. The income 
from these shares is payable to the Boarding Club. | 


Liabilities—$1. 055.95 


Liabilities at the close of the year consisted of July 1952 items which were not 
paid until after the close of the fiscal year and dividends for the current year and prior 
years due the Boarding Club. 


Fund Requirements 


The only changes in the endowment and special funds consisted of an increase of 


$100.00 in endowments which has been set up as the Warren Thompson Fund and 
$200.00 increase in the Library Fund by gift. 

No entry has been made on the books to record such portion of the Christian 
Higher Education Year contributions as it may be the intention to set up as a per- 
manent fund for endowment or educational plant. The total amount of such con- 
tributions to the close of the year under review were as follows:

Pending a determination by your Board of Directors as to the specific amount out 
of these contributions which is to be allocated to permanent funds, they have been taken 
into current income. : 
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A resolution adopted at a board meeting held May 12, 1949, before any of these 
contributions had been received, reads as follows . 

“BE IT RESOLVED, that the proposed allocation of $150,000 for Northwestern 
Lutheran Theological Seminary be used (1) for retiring the Seminary’s deficit, (2) 
its debt, (3) for a Seminary library, (4) for increased dormitory facilities and build- 
ing requirements, and {5) for an Endowment Fund.”’ 

Items 1 and 2 above, providing for retiring the Seminary’s deficit and its debt, 
are automatically accomplished by taking the contributions into income. Item 3 pro- 
vides for a library but no specific amount is mentioned. In the last two fiscal years 
_ library assets have increased by $6,241.37 but the permanent library fund was 
increased by only $200.00. 

Item 4 provides for increased dormitory facilities and building senemiaiunaiaie and 
Item 5 for an endowment fund. Investment and educational plant real estate has been 
increased during the past two years by the acquisition of the Crosby house for 
$24,458.29 and the apartment building by $57, 802.70 and $5,376.24 has been 
expended for equipment for these properties. 

‘The increases in the library and in the dormitory facilities and building requirements 
mentioned above amount in total to $93,678.60. The surplus (excess of assets over 
liabilities and permanent fund requirements), at the close of the year under review, 
after taking all CHEY contributions into income, amounts to $86,386.70, or 
$7,291.90 less the expenditures for the permanent assets contemplated in the resolu- 
tion so if $93,678.60 of CHEY contributions were set up as a permanent fund to 
match the expenditure for items authorized in the resolutions, the balance sheet would 
show a deficit of $7,291.90. 

The excess of income over expense for the year under review amounted to $51, 600.76 °' 
as shown in Exhibit = ’’ Included therein was the sum of $51,433.91 from CHEY 
ae so that ‘the net income without these contributions would have been 

During the course of our examination we were shown all of the documents repre- 
senting securities, notes, mortgages and land contracts and the deeds to newly acquired 
real estate, and with a few minor exceptions, which are being investigated, found 
them in order. In our opinion the accompanying balance sheet and related statement 
of income present fairly the financial position of the Northwestern Lutheran Theo- 
logical Seminary as at July 31, 1952, and the results of its operations for the Racal 
year ended on that date.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STUDENTS 
IN NON-LUTHERAN SCHOOLS 


Activity in the work among students in non-Lutheran schools has progressed 


Well on synodical territory during the past year. 


Dr. Paul L. Wetzler reports that in Minnesota interns have been placed at Grace 
Lutheran Church, Hope Lutheran Church and Macalester College for the purpose of 
contacting students in the dormitories and rooming houses. Emphasis is being placed 
upon attendance at church services in the program among the students. 

At the annual meeting of the Twin City Lutheran Student Foundation held on 
February 16 at Grace Lutheran Church, it was reported that there are now eight 
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members of the staff, including Pastor James P. Claypool, acting Executive Director 
until June 1. In addition to these persons, there are. four pastors who are directly 
serving students through their parish program. 

One of the outstanding events in North Dakota during the year was a meeting 
of thirty-one representatives of student work at Bismarck on October 13. The Rev. 
Don Heiges also attended this meeting at which the articles of incorporation were 
adopted for “‘The Lutheran Student Foundation of North Dakota.’’ The purpose of 
the organization is to coordinate and assist the work among the Lutheran students 
through the local foundations. The Rev. Opie S. Rindahl of Bismarck was elected 
chairman of the board of trustees. Reports were given of Lutheran student work in 
schools located at Mayville, Wahpeton, Minot, Valley City and Dickinson besides 
the University of North Dakota in Grand Forks and the North Dakota Agricultural 

_ College and Moorhead State Teachers College in the Fargo-Moorhead area. One im- 
mediate product of the newly-formed state foundation will be the circulation of 
a paper to the pastors and interested laymen within the state. 
The Rev. John Schultz, Executive Director in Fargo and Moorhead, states that 
_ property and house has been purchased near the campus of the M.S.T.C. which will 
be in use after August as quarters for the Fargo-Moorhead Counselor and also as 
a student house for Lutheran students attending this school. 

A letter was sent out by Mrs. C. A. Piel, Student Secretary ‘of the synodical 
Women’s Missionary Society on September 1, 1952, to all pastors for the taking 
of the annual student census. The report of a similar census the year before disclosed 
names of 1,026 students of which 906 were attending non-Lutheran institutions.

In the matter of permanent housing for congregations we support the thesis that 
the sooner such housing is provided the better opportunity there is for the congrega- 
tion to develop in a normal way. For this reason, the superintendent of Home Mis- 


requires a complete — 
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sions and the Executive Committee are eager to. put into effect such additional helps 
as will enable missions to have permanent meeting places as early in life as possible. 
One year after organization should be the absolute maximum of time before a mission 
has a permanent home. The Department of Church Extension of the Board of American 
Missions has invested nearly $600,000 in our territory. This is deeply appreciated 
and accounts for much of the success with which God has blessed our missionary 
work. There should be, in our estimation, a speed up of time in which such help 
becomes available. On its present basis that speed up can come only by helping mis- 
sions to qualify for this aid. The normal qualification of a mission is reached when it 
has cash and pledges totaling 40 per cent of the amount to be spent for building. A 
mission having an average of 75 charter members has difficulty in securing such an 
equity within a year of organization. It is devoutly hoped that some method of 
supplemental help can be made available. This must be done under agreement with 
the Board of American Missions. Such help must come through the special feng 
contributed for such purposes by the congregations of Synod. 


A Proper Application for Church Extension oon 


Listed are the steps required by the Department of Church Extension to wuatity 
properly for a Church Extension Loan. 

1. Upon purchase of lot, provide white print of a Survey plan. 

_ 2. Submit photographs a) of lot on which building is to be erected, b) of the 
streets on which the church faces, c) of typical street in the community, d) of present 


place of worship. 

3. Submit a * Plot Plan showing present buildings, proposed construction, general 
outline of future construction, walks, driveways, parking facilities; present and pro- 
posed grades, chief dimensions. 

4. Submit Preliminary Plans of proposed construction, namely: Floor plans, Eleva- 
tions, Perspective. These must be officially approved in the following sequence: Church 
- Building Committee or Council; Synodical Board of Home Missions; Department 
of Church Architecture of the U.L.C.A.; the Director of Church Extension for the 
Board of American Missions; the Congregation. 

5. Submit Final Plans for Construction, subject to approvals above. 

6. Submit Application for Church Extension Loan, officially etapert by. Congre- 
gation and approved by Synodical Board. 

7. Secure cash and pledges (90 per cent of pledges counted as cash) covering 
40 per cent of proposed expenditure. 

8. Secure Commercial First Mortgage Commitment—mortgage to run 20 views 
at lowest rate of interest obtainable. 


The Operation of Church Extension Loans 


Upon qualification for loan and approval of its application. Cash of the congrega- 
tion and Church Extension Loan are placed in Escrow with the bank of the congrega- 
tion’s choice to be paid for construction when following conditions have been met: 

1. Deliver to Escrow agent a certified copy of Resolution of the congregation which 
authorizes certain specifically named officers to borrow from the Board of American 
Missions a specified sum in behalf of the congregation. 

2. An 18-months’ note for the sum borrowed, payable to the Board, to cover 
the loans temporarily. : 

3. A copy of the contract with the contractor. This must include statements with 
respect to waivers and liens. 

4. A Completion Bond, to cover the completion of construction. 

5. Insurance policies or certificates covering the cost of construction.

Close of Escrow 


Upon completion of construction, Escrow Agent must receive from the congrega- 


tion the following items: | 

1. Statement signed by Architect, Chairman of Building Committee, and the pastor 
certifying complete release of liens. 

2. Two photographs, 5”x7"; one an interior view looking toward the Chancel: 
the other, an exterior view showing the church to best advantage. 

3. Properly recorded Second Mortgage to the Board, with attendant conditions. 

4. further mortgages, they are to be 
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5. Originals or Certificates of all fire insurance (with extended coverage) carried 
by the congregation in amount sufficient to cover the full insurable value of the prop- 
erty, with proper mortgage endorsement to cover the Board as its interests may 
appear. 

6. Title Insurance; or an Abstract or Search of Title. © 

7. A written statement by a local attorney certifying that the aforesaid papers con- 
form to the legal requirements of the state where construction was done. 


Note: The congregation will pay all costs incidental to the transaction, such as 


attorney fees, Papers, secording charges, tax stamps: etc.

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sions and the Executive Committee are eager to put into effect such additional helps 
as will enable missions to have permanent meeting places as early in life as possible. 
One year after organization should be the absolute maximum of time before a mission 
has a permanent home. The Department of Church Extension of the Board of American 
Missions has invested nearly $600,000 in our territory. This is deeply appreciated 
and accounts for much of the success with which God has blessed our missionary 
work. There should be, in our estimation, a speed up of time in which such help 
becomes available. On its present basis that speed up can come only by helping mis- 
sions to qualify for this aid. The normal qualification of a mission is reached when it 
has cash and pledges totaling 40 per cent of the amount to be spent for building. A 
mission having an average of 75 charter members has difficulty in securing such an 
equity within a year of organization. It is devoutly hoped that some method of 
supplemental help can be made available. This must be done under agreement with 
the Board of American Missions. Such help must come through the special funds 
contributed for such purposes by the congregations of Synod. 


A Proper Application for Church Extension Loan 


Listed are the steps required by the Department of Church Extension to qualify 
properly for a Church Extension Loan. 

1. Upon purchase of lot, provide white print of a Survey plan. 

2. Submit photographs a) of lot on which building is to be erected, b) of the 
streets on which the church faces, c) of typical street in the community, d) of present 
place of worship. 

3. Submit a Plot Plan showing present buildings, proposed construction, general 
outline of future construction, walks, driveways, parking facilities; pment and pro- 
posed grades, chief dimensions. 

4. Submit Preliminary Plans of proposed construction, namely: Floor plans, Eleva- 
tions, Perspective. These must be officially approved in the following sequence: Church > 
Building Committee or Council; Synodical Board of Home Missions; Department 
of Church Architecture of the U.L.C.A.; the Director of Church Extension for the | 
Board of American Missions; the Congregation. 

5. Submit Final Plans for Construction, subject to approvals above. 

6. Submit Application for Church Extension Loan, officially adopted by Congre- 
gation and approved by Synodical Board. | 

7. Secure cash and pledges (90 per cent of pledges counted as cash) covering 
40 per cent of proposed expenditure. _ 

8. Secure Commercial First Mortgage satanrvoareut idaeaarid to run 20 years 
at lowest rate of interest obtainable. 


The Operation of Church Extension Loans 


Upon qualification for loan and approval of its application. Cash of the congrega- 
tion and Church Extension Loan are placed in Escrow with the bank of the congrega-_ 
tion’s choice to be paid for construction when following conditions have been met: 

1. Deliver to Escrow agent a certified copy of Resolution of the congregation which 
authorizes certain specifically named officers to borrow from the Board of American 
Missions a specified sum in behalf of the congregation. 

2. An 18-months’ note for the sum borrowed, payable to the Board, to cover 
the loans temporarily. | 

3. A copy of the contract with the contractor. This must include statements with 
respect to waivers and liens. 

4. A Completion Bond, to cover the completion of construction. 
5. Insurance policies or certificates covering. the cost of construction. 
6. A preliminary statement of condition of Title. 


Close of Escrow Account 


Upon completion of construction, Escrow Agent must receive from the congrega- 


tion the following items: 
1. Statement signed by Architect, Chairman of Building Committee, and the pastor 


certifying complete release of liens. 
2. Two photographs, 5”x7”; one an interior view looking toward the Chancel ; 


the other, an exterior view showing the church to best advantage. | 
3. Properly recorded Second Mortgage to the Board, with attendant conditions. 
4. If further mortgages, they are to be prepared similarly. 
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5. Originals or Certificates of all fire insurance (with extended coverage) carried 
by the congregation in amount sufficient to cover the full insurable value of the prop- 
erty, with proper mortgage endorsement to cover the Board as its interests may 
appear. 

6. Title Insurance; or an Abstract or Search of Title. : 

7. A written statement by a local attorney certifying that the aforesaid. papers con- 
form to the legal requirements of the state where construction was done. 

Note: The congregation will pay all costs incidental to the transaction, such as 
attorney fees, papers, recording charges, tax stamps, etc.

REPORT OF THE SYNODICAL MISSIONARY 
IN CHARGE OF SURVEY 


The chief task of the synodical missionary office is the organization of new con- 
gregations. During the past year your Synodical Missionary in Charge of Survey, 
along with the work of survey, has organized his 17th congregation in St. Stephen’s 
Evangelical Lutheran Church, Monona Village, Madison, Wisconsin. 


Along with the organization of this new congregation your missionary has attempted 


to do all possible in the way of inspection and survey of prospective home mission 
fields. During the year he has made inspections of about fifty communities in Wiscon- 
sin. He has inspected communities in Minnesota and made a thorough study of the 
Twin City, Minnesota, area. All this has been reported to the Synodical Superin- 
tendent of Home Missions. 

During the summer of 1952 your missionary supervised the canvassing of fields 
in Wisconsin allocated to the Synod of the Northwest. The canvassing was done 
under his direction by Mr. Stanley P. Chandler. Seven fields were canvassed. 

The canvassing found a field in Baraboo that has produced a new congregation 
under the leadership of Synodical Missionary Rodney V. Hansen. It found the field 


in Monona Village that has produced a congregation under the direction of this mis- — 


sionary. A possible field was found in Sun Prairie that has since been surrendered to 
the Evangelical Lutheran Church. Two other possible fields were found that await 
further development. Port Washington and East Troy proved to present no oppor- 
tunity and our rights to these fields have been relinquished before the National Lu- 
theran Council Regional Home Mission Committee. We have also relinquished our 
rights to the Wilson Park, Milwaukee, field. | 

In addition to these mentioned fields we have three other fields in Wisconsin still 
allocated to us in which action has been delayed. There are several other Wisconsin 
communities that are being kept under close observation. 

In Minnesota we have a number of fields that have been allocated to us for survey 
by the National Lutheran Council Regional Committee. In order that we may pass 
judgment on these Minnesota fields we have asked the Executive Committee of Synod 
to employ a canvasser to work in Minnesota during the summer of 1953 and do 
canvassing as was done by Mr. Chandler in Wisconsin in the summer-of 1952. Grad- 
. uate Seminarian Harold Berg has been employed and will canvass the fields under this 
missionary’ supervision. 


— 
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At the request of the Synodical Executive Committze your missionary will make 
an extensive scouting survey of North Dakota and Montana in June and July this 
year. Too, he hopes to inspect and scout other fields in Wisconsin and Minnesota so 
that we may keep a steady flow of fields for which we may ask allocation from the 
errs Lutheran Council Regional Home Mission Committees as our resources 
allow 

We trust this special work has been worth the investment required and that the 
information given the Synodical Superintendent of Home Missions and the Synodical 

_ Executive Committee through this effort may be used to good advantage. —

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
HOME MISSION SPONSORS 


At the Marinette Convention in 1952, the following motion was passed: ‘‘Resolved | 
That the Executive Committée appoint a committee to promote activity in the pro- 
gram of Home Mission‘ Sponsors.’’ Soon thereafter, the President of the Synod 
announced the appointment of Dr. L. V. Downing; Mr. A. S. Frederickson, Pastor 
Rodney Hansen, Stewardship Secretary George B. McCreary and the undersigned, 
_ Charles A. Puls, as chairman. 
A meeting of lhe committee was called in the office of the Synodical President. 
The history and original purposes of Home Mission Sponsors were reviewed. Recog- 
nizing the handicap that rising costs have imposed on un-housed mission congrega- 
tions, the committee determined that the new goal of Home Mission Sponsors should | 
be that of helping such missions to qualify, within two years if possible, for Church 
Extension loans from the Board of American Missions. This was felt to be a move 
in the direction of helping young churches get buildings, and thus save rental charges, 
encourage congregational spirit, and settle the question in the minds of prospective 
members, whether or not, the mission actually will be planted. 
By means of charts, members of the committee presented the cause at the Fall 
Conferences and at Conference Missionary Society conventions, and urged pastors and 
women workers to stimulate giving to Home Mission Sponsors within their parishes. 
To be asked for contributions were pastors, laymen, church organizations, Sunday 
schools and entire congregations. Special “‘sponsor’’ cards were prepared and circulated 
through the Stewardship Office. Report letters have been sent to all pastors, notifying 
them of increased giving. Frequent ‘‘stories’’ about Home Missions have appeared in 
The Synodical Bulletin. We have tried to keep HMS before our fellow churchmen, | 
and we believe the response has justified the action of Synod in reactivating the work. 
The Home Mission Sponsors Committee collects the money; the Executive Com- 
mittee of Synod disburses it, at times and in places where their combined judgment 
feels it can do the most good. It is our belief that annually we should make available 
a sum ranging from $5,000 to $10,000 to help organized missions qualify sooner 
for aid from the Board of American Missions. : 

The Report of the Treasurer will indicate to what extent there has been activity 
in producing needed funds, and will serve as a guide to the Convention whether the’ _ 

committee should be continued.

Since June of 1952 the Luther League of congener has endeavored to do the fol- | 
lowing things: 

1. Encourage local Luther Leagues to icine a 50- 50 system of giving, 50 per 
con of the Ss cTAat ah to Luther League Work and 50 per cent kept in the local 

eague. 

2. Congregations in Wisconsin have been encouraged to subsidize at least one 
representative from the local congregation to attend the National Luther League Con- 
vention at Miami University at Oxford, Ohio, August 10 to 15. 

3. Arrangements have been made with the Pine Lake Camp Board whereby a 
National Luther League representative will be on the camp staff August 16 to 29. 

4. Congregations were urged to observe Youth Sunday on September 21, 1952. — 

5. A state-wide workshop was held at Luther Memorial Church at Madison Jan- 


- uary 30 to February 1. Over 150 Leaguers were present to consider the theme, ‘‘Armed 


With His Word,”” encouraging the use of the Bible in Luther League life. 

6. Twelve Life Service rallies were se} up at different points throughout the state 
during the spring of 1953. 

7. The State Luther League convention is scheduled to be held September 11 to 13 
at Immanuel Lutheran Church, Lake Geneva. 

8. Fifty-two congregations in Wisconsin indicate ae they have organized taal 
groups with whom the Luther League of Wisconsin maintains contact. A recent sur- 
vey shows that there are now 1,000 Leaguers in these congregations. 


Report of the Minnesota Luther League by Jeanette Nielsen, President 


The = waoty Luther League has. 939 active members in 56 groups from 37 
churches. Groups from three other churches, one of them from the Slovak-Zion Synod, 
have been organized during the year and will be received at the 1953 State Con- 
vention. 

The main activities of the Minnesota Luther League in the 1952-53 year are as 
follows: 

1. Model Youth Sunday programs given at Intermediate and Senior camps. 

2. Annual convention at St. John’s Lutheran Church, Mound, Minnesota 

3. Officers’ workshops in four areas—St. Paul, Minneapolis, Alden and Zumbrota. 

4. Winter weekend camp at Loretto, Minnesota. 

From 100 to 200 young people have attended most of the activities with the ex- 
ception of the state convention which had an attendance of 330. A highlight of the 


1952 convention was the reception of 11 new Leagues into the state organization. 


This was the largest number of new Luther Leagues received into any state or synodical 
organization in 1952. For many of these groups and for a new spirit throughout the 
Luther League work in Minnesota we are greatly indebted to the Luther League of 
America Caravaners who peed 19 of our Central Conference congregations in the 
summer of 1952. 

All state expenses and the - ‘sup ort of the Luther League of America are met by 
free-will contributions by local peli We are happy to report that Minnesota 
went above its 1952 quota for the half-way point in the Argentina Mission project 
and that 4/5 of the 1952 LLA apportionment was contributed. 

At present the members of the executive committee are carrying out a program of 
visitation to each local League to acquaint them with the program of the state and 
national bodies and to give them suggestions as to how they may improve their 


local groups.

‘The North Dakota and Montana Luther Leagues meet annually in connection with 


the Conference Bible Camps. Each state has its Bible Camp. The North Dakota Camp 


met at Lake Metigoshe near Bottineau, North Dakota, in the Turtle Mountains.

Montana Luther League 


Montana has no state league organization at the present time because of the small 
number of churches and the great distances between them. However, the individual 
congregations do have leagues and Luther League problems. Programs and projects 
are discussed at special sessions at summer camp. 

The Montana Summer Bible Camp was held at Clydehurst on the Boulder, in a

Central Conference Church School Association by Rev. Geo. Lundquist

The Central Conference Church School Association held its annual convention 
September 28, 1952, in Lake of the Isles Church in Minneapolis. Approximately 200 

rsons were in attendance. 

A leadership training institute was held on five Monday evenings during October 
and November at Northwestern Seminary with 80 teachers enrolled. 

The new executive committee is planning a leadership training weekend conference 
at our Luther League Camp this coming August. 


Lutheran Lake Camp Central Conference, Carl Carlson, President 


The United Lutheran Camp at Chisago City, Minnesota, has an evaluation of 
$50,000 with a debt of $7,000. In 1952, 368 children and 31 women and 23 
men were enrolled. There has been a steady increase each year since the camp was pur- 
chased in 1950. In 1952, a dishwashing machine and electric refrigerator were installed, 
two boys’ dormitories were erected plus toilet facilities and a screen porch. Capacity 
is now at 80. 

Six full weeks are planned for 1953—two Junior weeks, three Intermediate and 
one Senior. Facilities now include besides those mentioned above, two girls’ dormi- 
tories, a building for dining room and kitchen, a director’s cabin and a storeroom. 
The next objective is a chapel. The camp contains 30 acres with 800 feet of lake 


shore. 
The Wisconsin Conference Camp Board 


_ The United Lutheran Camp of Wisconsin on Pine Lake has been in operation for 
six years. Each year has seen an increase in the number of campers and in the facilities 
available. 1952 witnessed the completion and dedication of the outstanding Chapel 
on Luther Hill. This commodious structure was designed by Pastor ‘‘Bill’’ Genszler 
and built under his direction. The cost was cir. $14,000, a very small amount for_ 
the inspiring beauty and usefulness that it affords to the Camp. An adjacent prop- 
erty and cottage was wong in 1952, thereby increasing the number of campers that 
can be accommodated. - 

Over 1,300 people came to Bible Camp during the 1952 season. Current receipts 
amounted to $28,834. Current expenditures were $26,360. In addition capital ex- 
nditures of $6,992 were made. At the close of the year total assets were $95,342. 
ndebtedness was $27,400. Net worth was $67,942. This averages over $10,000 
for each year that the Camp has operated. The equity has come from careful manage- 
ment of the Camp, and from generous gifts by congregations and their auxiliaries. 

* 


The Youth and Christian Education Committee has cooperated with the Board of 
Parish Education, ULCA, in arranging itineraries. This year’s itinerary has included 
Vacation Church School Workshops at 7 key points in the Synod and evaluation sur- 
veys in 19 congregations. The dates of the itinerary.were from April 18 to May 3. 
At the October meeting of the committee Dr. Earl Rudisill represented the Board of 
Parish Education and presented its program. In June 1952, Pastors Anderson and 
Dressler attended the Regional Conference for Parish Education Committees held at 
Maywood Seminary. 

The committee chooses to call your attention to the new weekday Church School 
series produced by the Board of Parish Education this past year. The material is some 
of the finest to have been produced and the new interest in weekday Church Schools 
has been greatly accelerated by this new series. The new text for 1952 included texts 
for Grades II, IV, VI and XI. 

During the past year the committee has spent considerable time studying the status 
of the resolution calling for a full time secretary on Youth and Christian Education. 
We refer you to Synod action in 1950, 51 and ’52. Having made an extensive study 
of other Synods which have called a full time secretary and other Lutheran bodies, 
it hereby makes the following recommendation: 

Whereas, the Committee on Parish Education has studied the field of youth work 
and — education within the Synod and whereas the Committee is convinced that 
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the promotion of yoéth: work and parish education requires a renewed bntnhiiets and 
integration of this program in the whole life of the church; and whereas, the Com- 
mittee feels that the Synod has an obligation to its constituent congregations to assist 
them in promoting and extending the whole scope of parish education; and whereas, 
the committee is conscious that it, as a committee, is unable to meet the demands and 
the potentialities of this important field; be it therefore recommended that a full time 
secretary be employed by the Synod on the basis of a three ven term 
_ The Committee further recommends: 


I. Duties 
1. General : 
a. Coordinate the agencies of the Synod in this field, e.g., S. S. Associations, — 
Luther League, Camp Boards. . 
b. Promote, inspire, advise youth activities throughout the Synod. 
¢. Act as liaison with the Board of Parish Education, ULCA, and the con- 
gregations of the Synod in Ae Sarg the various phases of Parish Edu- 
| cation. 
2. Specific: 
_a. Serve as advisor ex officio on all Conference and State Ped Leagues, on 
all Camp Boards, on all Sunday School Associations. 
b. To go into any congregation of the Synod where he is invited to counsel, 
_ Amspire or promote the youth work and parish education within that con- 
gregation. 
c. Promote the different activities in the field of Parish Education, e.g. Week- 
__ day Church Schools, Children of the Church, Catechetical instruction, etc. 
d. To cooperate with Stewardship Secretary in maintaining contact with and 
carrying on field work with candidates for the ministry and Diaconate. 


II. Qualifications of the Secretary | 
1. Familiarity with modern trends and methods in the field of religious educa- 
tion. 
Genuine interest plus wholehearted enthusiasm in the program of the Luther 
League and all other youth activities. 
Intelligent understanding of the problems and possibilities of Christian youth.

REPORT OF CARTHAGE COLLEGE 


A. N. Marquis, who for many years published the famous volume Who’s Who in 


America, from his advantageous point of view in studying the great men and women | 


America has produced in the last half century, has been able to make this observation: 
“The small colleges have furnished the nation with leaders out of all proportion 
to their enrollment. A very large proportion of students of these colleges devote 
- themselves to occupations that lead to the betterment of society rather than to indi- 

vidual distinction or financial remuneration.’’ Carthage College is definitely in this 
tradition. It exists to serve the youth of the Church that they may be granted higher 
education from a Christian philosophy and viewpoint. It has already furnished the 
Church with many fine leaders and is ready to expand its service in the immediate 
future. A strong Church College will be an important factor in maintaining a strong 
Church. on this territory. 

The spirit of Evangelism is always strong on the Garthage campus and is produc- 
tive of active laymen and laywomen as the graduates participate actively in the 
Churches of their community. The college has a splendid record of young men and 
- women who have entered full-time service to the Lord in the fields of the ministry, 
- missionary endeavors, and parish work. 

The Board of Trustees and the administration are constantly alert to every possi- 
bility en will strengthen Carthage College spiritually, academically, and financially. 


ENROLLMENT 


The present school year opened with a class of 137 Freshmen, ‘canta by older 


faculty members as the most impressive they had seen. Already leading all U.L.C.A. 

colleges in the percentage of Lutherans in its student body, Carthage held this. position 

by increasing slightly this percentage to 75.13. Nevertheless, the total enrollment in 

September reached only 365. 

A number of important things have occurred in our recruiting program which 
look forward to a larger Freshman class next year. First indication that the new 

program will be more successful is the fact that the customary drop in attendance 

between semesters did not occur this winter. 

. In all four Synods supporting the college synodical committees on recruiting are 
being activated. There can hardly be any question that these committees will be effec- 


tive in the cause of recruiting. 


FINANCE 


“While a greatly expanded student body would solve most of our problems sad 
therefore, is our chief concern, the more restricted area of finance must be second in 
importance in our thinking. Three things make the present picture gloomy: 

1. Carthage has a considerable debt. | | 

2. The College Endowment is very small. 

3. Enrollment is 150 less than it should be. 


Because of these factors college expense has been pared wherever possible. pistes | 


Clarence Lee Furrow of Knox College recently addressed a questionnaire concerning 
faculty salaries to all colleges in the state and enough additional outside the state to 
reach a total well over one hundred. Eighty-one replies were received. The summary 
makes interesting reading. Our salary scale at Carthage is 62nd among these. 81 colleges, 
and in order to be placed mid- “way among the group it would be necessary to increase 
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by $1,000 the annual compensation of our professors. After this substantial increase 
Carthage would still be no more than average. Factors such as. this make it virtually 
impossible to reduce our educational budget any more. 

There still remains the other side of the financial program, the increase of income. 
It is absolutely imperative that such increase be achieved, and in sizeable amounts. 
Because of the current year deficit, our accumulated indebtedness will reach or exceed 
$200,000.00 by July 31. To let this rise much higher is courting financial disaster 
and greatly extending the length of time it will take to free the college of debt 
after we are able to operate in the black once more. 

The possibility of increasing tuition has been considered, but in this respect Carthage 
is already quite high by comparison. The College is, in effect, increasing tuition ten | 
dollars next September by elimination of the ten dollar discount for those who pay 
their tuition in full at the beginning of the semester and charging ten dollars as a 
carrying charge for those who do not. The economic level of our student body seems 
to make an increase in tuition rates inadvisable. 

The Church still remains as our only real hope for financial stability. Carthage 
belongs to the Church and can rightfully expect to be given adequate support from 
‘its parent. 

It is hoped that the Northwest Synod will increase by several times its apportion- 
ment for Carthage. Support of such proportions is the kind that is desperately needed 
if Carthage is to balance its budget and strengthen its spiritual and academic pro- 
gram. 

The Carthage édentnistretion is deeply concerned about the possibility of a new 
Lutheran College being founded in Wisconsin. This would be a crippling blow by 
reducing substantially our student enrollment and financial support. It would greatly 
restrict the possibilities for growth and expansion which now lie before the College. 
From an unselfish standpoint, the establishment of another struggling college on our 
territory, with both institutions restricted in areas of recruiting and financial support, 
- would not be a promising situation for the new college. 


FACULTY 


In the faculty area our College has shown improvement this year over last. We 
now have no one on our teaching staff who has not earned at least a Master's degree. 
Several of our new members are among the finest on our staff. In hiring two of °them 
“it was believed they would have earned their doctorate previous to beginning their 
teaching last September, but they met with the not unusual difficulties in completing 
their graduate work. When they receive their Ph.D. in the next few months our 
faculty will have a larger percentage of people who hold the highest degree than our 


college mee ever before enjoyed. 


CHAPEL-MUSIC HALL 


At the time of this writing the opening of the new Chapel-Music Hall is anticipated 
in .the very near future. This half-million dollar building will provide the music 
and speech departments with splendid facilities.

The cards were received with enthusiasm and the pastors: send- 
ing them out reported the quickest recovery they had ever experienced from the ‘‘sum- 
mer slump,’ and reported the highest attendance at church services ever experienced 
during September. These cards were a new venture. 

50, 000 copies of an 8 page, 4 by 9 inch pamphlet, entitled: ‘“‘You Need the 
Church,’’ were: printed and given to our congregations. The Rev. Victor K. Wrigley, 
pastor of Gethsemane Church, Milwaukee, wrote the pamphlet. 

In 1933 the Stewardship Committee took its name. During the first twenty years 
of its life, the Rev. Paul H. Roth, D.D., President Emeritus of Northwestern Semi- 
nary, served as one of its members, and during that time wrote the inspiring monthly 
Stewardship Letter that did wonders in reaching our church councilmen and winning 
them to Stewardship.

REPORT OF COLLEGE INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE. 


~The Marinette Convention, May 20- 22, 1952, voted to investigate the matter of — 


establishing a college in Wisconsin and authorized the Executive Committee of ‘Synod 
tO appoint a committee for that purpose. 

On June 24, 1952, President Bishop announced the Executive Committee's appoint- 
ment of the following members: Dr. J. Martin Klotsche, Milwaukee; Mr. Clarence E. 
Larson, Minneapolis; Dr. Arthur Mennes, Sheboygan; Mr. Elmer Gammeter, Mil- 
waukee; Mr. Arthur Schulz, Fargo; Pastors Doering, Platteville; Shannon, Billings; 
Wicklund, Mahtomedi; Niebling, Wauwatosa; and Roth, Kenosha. The inability of 
Mr. Schulz to serve on the committee led to the appointment of Mr. A. V. Heim 
of Madison, as his substitute. 

On July 15 the committee met in Minneapolis to name Pastor Niebling as chair- 


man and Dr. Miennes as secretary, and to discuss the plans and problems concerning 


their task. 
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Minneapolis 76 
On September 24, a second meeting was held to hear a complete and comprehensive 
report by Pastor Zeidler, who had been invited to present his study of the college 

situation. In his report Pastor Zeidler stated that 

1. A church college must be accessible to students. 

2. An example of a church school with a limited budget and doing an excellent 
mission is ‘‘Mission College’ at Plymouth, Wis. 

3. A church college is needed for our area and should be available soon. 

_ At this session of the committee, Mr. Larsan, who is the comptroller of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, reported the findings of his assigned study as follows: 

1. A college must be in the blueprint stage for some time. It must study the prob- © 

: lem of accreditation, faculty, curriculum scope to cover, what departments should be 
strong. Should it be a Junior College? £ 

2. Augustana College has a budget of $400,000 for 500 students; Waldorf has 
a budget of $233,000 for 200 students. : 

3. What would a college cost? This, he said, would be difficult to determine. He 
recommended starting with a budget of $175,000 for a student body of 200. 

Mr. Gammeter reported at the September meeting that © 

1. There has been a decline in college attendance in the past few years. 

2. 600 students would be an ideal size for a student body, with an operating 
expense of at least $250,000. 

3. We must first establish a need and then conduct a survey. This survey may 
cost $2,000. We could get help from the American Council on Education, according 
to the suggestion of Dr. J. Martin Klotsche, president of the Wisconsin State College. 

At the September meeting, the Committee petitioned the Synodical Executive 
Committee for funds to authorize an impartial professional survey and was advised 
that the Executive Committee was ready to authorize the expenditure of a reasonable — 
amount of money for the task of the Special Investigating . Committee upon proper 


application for specific purposes. 
On January 7, 1953, the third meeting of the Committee was held in Milwaukee. 


Pastor Niebling submitted a lengthy written report of a survey conducted by Dr. 
Wickey of the United Lutheran Church Board of Education, and other Lutheran 
leaders, regarding a Lutheran College in California. Mr. Larson, who was prevented 
from attendance, gave a written report of his investigation concerning the cost and 
content of a professional survey. Pastor Wicklund and Mr. Larson were appointed 
as a sub-committee to consult with Dr. Neale, a specialist in Education Administration | 
at the University of Minnesota and other qualified authorities regarding a survey to~ 
consider such items as: 

1. Potential student body—number of people who will attend a futheran fully 
accredited Liberal Arts College if it is established in Wisconsin by the Synod of the 
Northwest. | | | 

2. Best location for such a college. 

3. Cost of establishing and maintaining such an institution. 

4. Degree of financial support which might reasonably be expected from all sources 
for such a college. 

5. Trends and tendencies of population movements. | | 
6. Time necessary to put college in operation after favorable decision has been 

reached, also procedures to be followed. 
7. Consideration to be given to enlargement of ‘the scope of a Liberal Arts Sites 
Because of Dr. Neal's inability to conduct the survey, the College Investigating 
‘Committee is still endeavoring to find a qualified person or agency to perform this task.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON INTER- 
DENOMINATIONAL RELATIONSHIPS 


The following is quoted from the Supplementary Report of the Executive Com- 
mittee in the Minutes of the 62nd Annual Convention of Synod, 1952, St. James’ 
Lutheran Church, Marinette, Wisconsin. 

‘The Executive Committee recommends that it be given authority to appoint a 
Commission on Inter-denominational Relationships to study this matter and to present 
a statement interpreting and applying the Washington Declaration, in view of the 
ULCA’s affiliation with NCCCUSA ‘in terms of our own Synod and its auxiliaries.”’ 

_ _[mmediately after its appointment your committee sent out a questionnaire to the 
pastors of Synod asking for their views on Inter-denominational Relationships. A 


total of 82 questionnaires was returned. These replies were carefully evaluated and 


used as a partial basis for the committee’s recommendation. The committee met with 
President Bishop in Minneapolis on April 8, 1953. The report of the committee is 
as follows:

other general bodies, organizations and movements. To secure uniform and consistent 
practice, no Synod, Conference or Board, or any official representative thereof, shall 
have power of independent affiliation with general organizations and movements.’ 

And whereas the ULCA adopted the following action at its 1950 Convention in 


Des Moines: ‘*. . . that the ULCA encourage its constituent synods to submit in 


advance for review and counsel by the Executive Board, proposals - to establish rela- 
tionships with state councils or other inter- denominational agencies.’ 

And whereas the ULCA, preparatory to membership in NCCCUSA insisted upon 
the Confessional and Representative principles. — 

And whereas Dr. Fry, in his address to the ULCA Convention at Des Moines in 
1950 said, ““The participation of our church in the National Council of Churches, 
as has been plainly stated already, would not give an implicit sanction to synods or 

congregations to affiliate themselves with state or local councils . . 

'  **Whenever a synod or congregation explores any new inter-denominational contact 
in the future, the United Lutheran Conferees ought to be spurred by the example 
which the Church at large has set in its dealings with the National Council of 
Churches. They should strive with vigor to effect a similar transformation in state 
or local councils of churches by insisting courteously and firmly upon’ our Church's 
standards.’’ 

Therefore, be it resolved: 

1. That we adopt the principle that congregations and organizations in Synod 


avoid any and all inter-denominational relationships which might tend to compromise 


our confessional position. 
2. That in view of the fact that the territory of Synod includes five states and 


one province of Canada, it is deemed inadvisable for the Synod to become affiliated 


inter-denominationally on a state level. 
3. That Conferences and auxiliaries of Synod desiring to establish inter- denomi- 
— relationships may do so in compliance with the provisions of the ULCA and 
ynod

Between May 1, 1952, and\May 1, 1953, he has carried on his ministry in the fol- 
lowing manner: by visiting 49> congregations, preaching 59 sermons, delivering 27 
addresses to Sunday schools, making 53 other addresses and attending 44 committee 


Meetings. 


Sixteen individual and group meetings were held with prospective seminary stu- 
dents, courses were conducted in summer Bible camps in North Dakota, Minnesota and 
Wisconsin, and aid was given in promoting five youth rallies and conventions.

Pastor Harold N. Stoffel iepiseuted: the 
SOCIAL MISSIONS REPORT 


Dr. Franklin Fry in his report to convention last October in Seattle said, ‘‘In many 
ways Inner Missions are the most revealing test of Christianity. They do not build 
statistically. They do not possess the attraction of adding prestige to the church. All 

Che see is souls. Hungry souls are everything for true Inner Missions, exactly as for 

“Inasmuch as ye did it unto one of the least of these my brethren, ye did it unto 
me.’’ This quotation from Christ is uppermost in the minds of all true pastors, partic- 
ularly when they are visiting the sick in the hospital. One of the welfare chaplains 
received this message from a patient in another state. ‘‘I brought your pamphlets 
home to read, when in a less confused state of mind, and it struck me that God cer- 
tainly never fails to make His presence known, even in the psychiatric ward of a hos- 
pital.’ “‘Making God’s presence known,’’ is our privilege and responsibility in dealing 
with mental and physical illnesses, helping the juvenile delinquent and giving counsel 
to the unmarried mother. 

The Inner Mission work carried out in South and North Dakota and Montana is | 
very commendable. We have written reports from the latter states. None was receieved 
from South Dakota. In North Dakota 223 children were served during the past year. 
Welfare Chaplains ministered to more than 10,000 people with the Word and Sacra- 
ments. 700 ethnic Germans and refugees came to North Dakota during the entire 
program. 33 unmarried mothers were helped and 45 adoptions were completed.’A full 
time chaplain—linically trained—-started his work on May Ist of this year at the 
State Hospital in Jamestown. 

The Montana Lutheran Welfare Society in cooperation with the National Lutheran 
Council helped resettle 177 displaced people. Chaplaincy service was carried on in the 
State Hospital, the Prison, the T B Sanatorium, the Girls’ Vocational School and the 
Florence Crittenton Home. A social worker has not been found for the staff at Montana. - 

The Wisconsin and Minnesota Welfare Societies cared for more than 1,000 children — 
during 1952. 231 children were placed for adoption and 334 unmarried mothers 
were given help. These two societies aided the National Lutheran Council in resettling 
2,884 displaced persons during the past several years. The Chaplaincy department of 
the Wisconsin agency reports visiting more than 28,000 people in 94 hospitals, homes 
and sanatoria during the past year. The combined budgets of these two welfare socie- 
ties total more than $615,000. 

The social missions committee of the Northwest Synod met with Pastor Harold 

Letts of the New York headquarters of United Lutheran Church on January 28 in 
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Minneapolis. It was ‘moved and seconded that the S yaaa send two pastors at Synod 
expense to Allentown, Pennsylvania where the Board of Social Missions will con- 
duct a school of Industrial Relations—June 8 to 12. 

Recent vacancies in Lutheran Welfare work has resulted in competitive shifting of 
Executives and caseworkers due largely to lack of trained personnel. Your Committee 
feels that every encouragement should be given young men and women who may be 
interested in the field of Social Work, Scholarships in this field are made available 


through the Board of Social Missions.

In 1952 we had 115 pastors and missionaries on the pension plan, an increase of 


23 since 1951. Seventy-one of these are in the family protection plan. 

As a matter of information your Committee calls attention to the action of the 
National Convention in Seattle, last fall, which should be especially noted by our lay 
delegates to report back to their respective church councils. 

Recommendation 2 adopted as follows: ‘““That the 1952 convention approve a 
change of the basis of contribution by each congregation served by a member of the 
Contributory Pension Plan from 4 per cent of total salary of such member to 8 per 


cent of total salary of each member effective January 1, 1954, and that the Constitu- — 


tion of the Contributory wequion Plan, Article IV, Congregation Contributions, be 


amended to so read.”’ 
(a) That commencing January 1, 1954, and thereafter so long as income for this 


Purpose is available, the minimum pension payable to all retired and disabled pastots — 


and missionaries of the U.L.C.A. shall be $900.00 a year with $450.00 a year to 
widows, such minimum pension to include benefits payable under the Noncontributory 
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Pension Plan, the Contributory Pension Plan, and the Supplemental Pension Plan, 
except that in the case of a pastor or missionary who has not joined or does not join 
the Contributory Pension Plan or whose member and congregation contributions under 
the Contributory Pension Plan are not paid in full before retirement, the minimum — 
pension payable shall be $900.00 a year with $450.00 a year to widows minus the 
benefits which would have accrued under the Contributory Pension Plan and the 
Supplemental Pension Plan had such pastors and missionaries joined the Contributory 


Pension Plan on or before November 1, 1947, or at a later date of eligibility with . 


_ member and congregation contributions under the Contributory Pension Plan paid in 
full to the date of retirement, and 

(b) That for the purpose of determining whether the amount of the annual grant 
payable under the Supplemental Pension Plan shall be deducted from the minimum 
pension, the rates of contribution considered to be required shall be those in effect on 
November 1, 1947, and 

(c) That the funds necessary, in addition to the current receipts from the benevolence 
budget of the Church to finance pensions supplemental to those provided under the 
Noncontributory, Contributory and Supplemental Pension Plans of the U. L.C.A. in- 
creasing total pensions to the $900/$450 minimum level, be raised over a period of 
thirty years in the amount of approximately $179,000 per year according to the 
studies presented by our consulting actuaries, and 

(d) That the study of the ways and means of providing a minimum pension of 
$1,200.00 a year to all retired and disabled pastors and missionaries of the U.L.C.A. 
with $600.00 a year to widows be continued by the Board of Pensions, a report on 
this stedy to be made at the 1954 Convention of the Church.

REPORT OF DELEGATES TO U.L.C.A. CONVENTION 
SEATTLE, WASHINGTON, 1952 


The first convention of the United Lutheran Church held on the Pacific oa 
was highly successful in the matter of attendance of delegates. Three hundred and 
fourteen clerical delegates were elected, and all of them were present. Three hundred 
and ten lay delegates were elected'and three hundred and nine were present. 

Contrary to a common expectation there was none of the ‘“‘vacation’’ spirit connected 
with the convention. Side tours preceded and followed for some delegates, but the 
convention was normal in its attitude toward duty, and completed its program as 
scheduled. To this observer, it seemed at times that there was a casualness about 
nao convention that was a bit out of keeping with its first appearance on the West 
Coast. 

Important actions of the convention were: 
| 1. Completed amendment to the constitution whereby “Any Evangelical Lutheran 

Church which has been fostered by the Board of Foreign Missions of the United Lu- 
theran Church may be received into relationship with the United Lutheran Church as 
an Affiliated Church’’ upon compliance with Article II (Doctrinal Basis) and Article 
XV (Affiliated Churches). 

2. The Report of the Commission on the Doctrine of the Ministry was adopted 
- as “‘a guide to the Church.”’ It is expected that the operation of this guide will lead - 
to common standards for pastoral status among the Synods. Our Dr. Jonas Dressler | 
was a member of the Commission that prepared the Statement, and spoke to it during — 
the convention. 

3. Action on Memorials from eleven synods favoring the use of the Revised Stand- 
ard Version of the Bible in the Common Service Book, after prolonged and earnest 
debate, was to “‘request the Joint Commissions on the Liturgy and Hymnal to have 
printed in the new service book the text of the Revised Standard Version of the 
stated lessons for the day.’’ The Joint Commissions are cvapaginen of representatives 
from NLC churches. 
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_ 4, Pensions. The new name of this board is ‘‘The Board of Pensions of the United 
Lutheran Church in America.’ Beginning January 1, 1954, the basis of Contribu- 
tory Pensions will be eight per cent of total pastors’ salary to be paid by the congre- 
gation, and four per cent of total pastor’s salary to be paid by the pastor. The con- 
vention established $900 as minimum annual pension to retired or disabled pastors, 
and $450 to widows, effective January 1, 1954. 

5. Foreign Missions. This Board was authorized to begin work in a new field, 
Malaya. This is the first new field to be entered’ by the United Lutheran Church in 
thirty years. In Malaya the work will be first among Chinese speaking people. Mis- 
-sionaries prevented from serving in China will be used. The Rev. and Mrs. Douglas 
Erickson are the first called missionaries. 

6. The convention welcomed the 34th district Synod, namely, The Caribhind. 
Churches in the West Indies and Virgin Islands are included. Five of its pastors were 
formerly members of the Synod of the Northwest. 

7. Set up a Joint Committee to coordinate the production and distribution of 
Audio-Visual Aids. This will be composed of representatives from the various Boards 
of the Church. 

_  §. Authorized a committee of sixteen to ‘‘survey and study the structural organi- 
zation of the United Lutheran Church in America.” 

9. Voted that the United Lutheran Church in America continued to finance Lu- 
theran World Action through an annual special appeal. _ 

10. Voted that “the administration of all scholarship and fellowship grants made 
by boards and auxiliaries of the United Lutheran Church in America should become 


the function of the Board of Education to which all funds for this purpose shall be 


entrusted.”’ 


11. Adopted a budget of slightly more ‘than $6,000,000° for 1954 and for 1955. 


12. Accepted the invitation of the Canada Synod to meet in Toronto in 1954.

The Lutheran Laymen’s Movement was highly praised for its achievement of under- 
writing all promotional work and material in the Stewardship department of the 
Church. This has been possible because of the increasing number of men of the Church 
who are becoming members in this important movement. 

Mr. J. K. Jensen has been elected delegate and has attended every convention of 
the United Lutheran Church, a record shared, to our knowledge, only by Dr. A hae 2 
Scherer, Richmond, Va. | 

Synod of the Northwest was represented by its full complement of delegates, accom- 
plishing several ‘‘firsts.’’

REPORT OF THE NECROLOGIST | 


The necrologist was sitting at his typewriter making out his report for Synod. 
He was stating that there had been no deaths among the clergy during the past 
synodical year. Just then the mailman brought a card informing him of the death 
_ of a grand old patriarch and pioneer of Synod, the esteemed secretary for so many 
years, the Reverend Dr. William F. Bacher. 

Ever so many of us pastors have sat through several decades of annual conventions 
watching this skillful parliamentarian, with his kindly smile and keen wisdom, lead 
our Synod to its place of prominence today. A kindly counselor, a beloved pastor and 
a faithful secretary has completed a grand and useful life and has entered into ‘the 
Many Mansions of Rest. His obituary follows: 


_ The Rev. Dr. William F. Bacher 


«> The Rev. William F. Bacher, D.D., one of the wise and beloved leaders of the 
Synod of the Northwest, entered the Church Triumphant on Monday, March 2. 
He was born some 86 years ago in Greenville, Pennsylvania. In 1886 he graduated 


- 


from Thiel College. He graduated from Mt. Airy Luthieces Theological Seminary © 


in 1889 and was ordained that June. 

During his long and active ministry he served ennascieiiaies in Binghamton and 
Kingston, New York, and later in St. Paul, Duluth, Fargo, Winnipeg and Elkhorn, 
while in the Synod of the Northwest. He retired in 1936 after serving the church 
in Elkhorn for seven years. 


Dr. Bacher is remembered especially as the secretary of the Synod of the Northwest, 


heviag held this office from 1930 until 1948. 
Before coming to the Synod of the Northwest, Dr. Bacher served for eighteen years 


in New York. He was the first president of the New York and the New England | 


Synod, the first English Lutheran Association of churches in that area. _ 
Dr. Bacher is survived by his three children: Mrs. Charles Alton Piel, Reformation 
Church, Milwaukee; Mrs. Dwight H. Shelhart, Oshkosh, and the Rev. John Bacher, 


Ph.D., Wagner College, Staten Island. There are five grandchildren and two ~ 


grandchildren. 

‘Mts. Bacher passed away in May, 

The Rev. Paul E. Bishop, D.D., president of the Synod of the Northwest, preached 
the sermon at Dr. Bacher’s funeral service in Reformation Church, Milwaukee, on 


March 5, at 7:30 p.m. The service was conducted by the Rev. Amos G. Streich, 


Pentecost, Milwaukee, president of the Wisconsin Conference, and the Rev. Harold 


W. Gruhn, Redeemer, South Side, Milwaukee, who succeeded Dr. Bacher as secretary 


of Synod on — 1, 1948. Dr. Bacher was buried on March 6 in the cemetery 


at Elkhorn. 
A month later we are compelled to add to the report of a necrologist. 


The Reverend Professor A. C. P. Hays 


entered into Life on April 7, 1953, six weeks after he had been forced by illness 


to relinquish his classroom work in the Seminary. 

He was born 56 years ago in Butler County, Pa., and received his elementary and 
high school education in the public schools of New Castle, Pennsylvania. He attended 
the University of Pittsburgh and Thiel College, graduating from the latter in 1917. 
His theological training was had at Chicago Lutheran Theological Seminary 1917-20. 
An added year of theological work was taken at the Chicago Divinity School, the 
predecessor of Northwestern Seminary. 

Pastor Hays was ordained by the Pittsburgh Synod in 1921 and for a year served 
a parish on its territory. In 1923 he was called to be the pastor of St. Luke’s Lutheran 
Church, Oxboro, Minnesota, and to be instructor in Northwestern Seminary recently 
moved to Minneapolis. In 1926 he became full time instructor in Greek and the New 
Testament in Northwestern Seminary. In addition he was part time instructor in 
Greek in the University of Minnesota. He received his M.A. Degree from the Uni- 
versity in 1933. In 1935 he was elected Professor of New Testament in Northwestern 
Seminary and headed that department until his untimely death. He was also Librarian 


of the Seminary. 


Professor Hays was an erudite scholar, strongly interested in academic excellency y 
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Minneapolis 90 
on the part of his students. He influenced many of them to continue in pursuit of 


higher and more discerning education. His thirty years on the faculty of the Seminary 
have been a strong element in the progressive, unifying influence emanating from the 


school. 


The funeral service was held in St. John’s Church, Minneapolis, with Dr. John W. 
Rilling and Dr. J. J. Raun delivering the sermons. President Bishop conducted the 
service. Six Seminary students were the pall bearers, and twenty students composed 
the choir. Interment was made in Lakewood Cemetery, Minneapolis, April 9, 1953.
